Harrison  is  a  native  of 
Hamilton,  and  Reid  of  Greene  County,  and  the 
Miami  Univrrsiiy,  wbtfre  both  graduated,  is  in 
Butler,  thirty  miles  north  of  the  Harrison  and  fifty 
m3es  west  of  the  Reid  farm,  Both  had  sharp 
Uniggles  CO  obtain  college  education,  and  each 
upon  graduation  fell  that  he  had  but  begun  the 
more  serious  pan  of  his  educational  experience. 
Hamson  gave  his  energies  with  enthusiasm  to 
the  law  and  Reid  was  aalenttydevotetl  to  journal-

ground. 

Rcid  became  a  war  correspondent,  was  In 
West  Virginia  campaign    of  Rosccrans   against 
Lee,  and  distinguished  as  witness  and  historiaa 
of  ShUoh  and  Gettysburg,

That  difficulty  is  before  tlic  writer  now. 

UnilniHitrdly  the  Aiiirrrittan  jieoplc^,  w)ien  sitting 
in  jmigmcnt  upon  an  individjal  who  has  ventured 
CO  claim  their  attention  and  bespeak  their  good 
will,  care  little  for  his  ancestry.  It  is  the  person 
him7>e1f  that  is  on  trial.  They  know  that  good 
fathers  have  base  childmn ;  and  in  such  cases  the 
invocation  of  the  worthy  proijenitocs,  by  exciting 
compassion  for  them  a^  a  result  of  comparison, 
but  intensifies  the  opinion  invanably  reached  re- 
ftpecting  the  descendants.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
the  record  discloses  a  scion  in  whom  the  noble 
(traits  of  his  forefathers  are  continued  and  yet 
'further  exenij>|[fied,  tlie  same  jx^ople  rejoice  at 
the  di£;cover)'  and  make  haste  to  take  him  into 
favor.  In  fact  this  is  the  American  law  of  tile 
case — well  for  the  parent  if  he  have  a  worthy 
son,  well  for  the  son  if  he  have  had  a  worLJiy 
parent 

With  such  a  view  of  the  law,  tlierc  would  be 
no  hesitation  on  the  part  of  the?  wntcr  in  dealing 
with  the  ancestij'  of  the  Benjamin  l-larrison 
whose  life  he  is  called  upon  to  give  There  is  no 
fear  of  the  consequences  of  fair  comparison.  The 
traits  dial  r'ndearcd  ilie  fortrfathers  to  their  coim- 
trymcn  will  be  found  in  the  descendant.  The

have  bcca  not  Ics*  promotive  of  him»  Their  de- 
votion lo  freedom,  to  the  good  of  the  masa^,  ro 
principle,  to  truth  and  God.  he  has  eqt^al!y  rllus- 
tmted.  Thuy  were  wise  in  peace;  so  is  he. 
Their  courage  in  vrar  ha^  been  a  matter  of  emu* 
lalion  with  him.  They  were  willing  lo  bt-.  offpred 
sacrifice  for  titeir  country;  he  has  made  it

THOMAS    lf.U!RISOK. 

Tbcrc  was  in  the  first  half  of  the  ^xtecnth  cen- 
tury a  Tltomas  I  larrison,  known  as  Harrison  the^ 
Cromwellian.  It  is  diought  riiat  he  began  life  as 
a  vendor  of  beef  in  the  open  market,  and  he 
might  have  continued  »udi  indefinitely  in  his 
ipatfvc  EngUnd  but  for  the  quarrel  Ikctween 
Charles  1.  and  PaHiamcnL     Macaulay  has  made 
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It  unnecessary  to  speak  at  length  of  the  point 
involved  in  that  dispute     Briefly  stated,  the  kij 
claimed  ccrUin  privileges  by  prerogative  rijjii 
Parliament  denied  tlie  claim,  and  protested  agaii 
it  in  tiie  natne  of  che  people  of  England,    Tl 
tofore  tli<rre  had  been  Enj^lish  kin^^s  and  baron: 
tht^i  for  ({ir  first  time  ^ii  hii^li\h  pnjpltir  w<t-s  tVn 
tinciively  heard  of.      The  dispute  was  v/zgi 
through  a  long  term  of  years.     Parliaments  eai 
and  wcntatdic  royal  pleasure,    Atlastoncassci 
bl«l  to  stay.     In  the  meantime  battles  had 
fought,  and  war  grew  into  a  normal  condidon 
the  country,  finally  involving  Cromwell  and  hi 
Roundhead  battalions,     Widi  reputation  born  ol 
hard  fighting  and  mudi  praying,  not  to  spf_'ak  of  a 
skillful  use  of  Scripturril   phrases,  illustrative  of 
siacerc  religious  convictions,  up.  one  of  manjH 
rose  lliomas  Harrison-     Swapping  his  butcher's 
apron  for  a  martial  cloak,  he  at  length  appean 
a  Lieutenant- General,  beloved  by  the  compani 
trusted  by  Cromwell.     Nor  were  his  talents 
exclusive  apphcation  to  the  (ield.     Otk-  great  day 
he  was  found  in  hU  seat,  a  member  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary Court  in  session  for  the  trial  of  Charles

The  staunchness  of  the  man  was  subsequently 
tested.  Upon  the  return  of  the  ro)^!^*!^  to 
poivcr,  like  otiier  regicides,  he  might  have  fled  to 
America,  and  found  refuge  in  its  impenetrable 
woods.  That.  lK>we\'cr  was  not  his  way,  H<: 
remained  at  home,  was  sciicd.  summarily  con- 
victrd*  and  executed.  IVpys  was  an  cyc-rtitnrss 
of  the  cxecutioii,  and  saw  the  heart  of  the  round- 
head Lieutenant-Gencral  borne  round  as  evi- 
dence ttiat  the  son  of  the  king  had  come  to  his 
own  again. 

This  T1io<nas  Harrison,  rij;ht-hand  man  of  the 

kcat  EnglisJi  Protector,  has  been  claimed  by 
rtain  historians  as  ancestor  of  the  Amt-rican 
Harrisons,  The  proofs  do  not  exactly  i^u^tain 
tlw  as^rtion.  The  dace  of  die  emij^ration  of  thu 
dc9ccnd.ints  of  the  unfortunate  <ioldier  is  wanting. 
In  (act  !t  Ls  not  [losiiively  known  ili.ii  he  )tid  ilo 
sccndanis  to  emigrate.  Still  a  tradition  in  the 
&mily  boldti  him  one  of  tlicm,  and  it  is  corrob-

Washington,  then  chief  commander  of  ilie  army 
before  Boston,  in  devising  ways  and  means  for 
military  operations,  ■ 

In  1776,  when  the  Declaration  of  Independence  " 
was  under  considcracioa  by  Congress  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  he  was  in  the  chair  prcsid- 
ing>     On  the  4th  of  July  he  voted  for  the  Deda- 
rauon,  and  on  the  4th  of  August  signed  ic 

In  1777  he  resigned  his  s«at  in  Congress,  buti 
was  at  once  elected  a  Burgess,  and  upon  taking 
hi »  seat  in  the  Houm-  was  chosen  Spfr;iker,  and 
remained  snch  unii!  1782.     Arnold  invading  Vir- 
ginia,  Harrison  was    made    commander    of  the 
militia  of  his  county,  and  rendered  good  service    . 
in  repelling  the  traitor.    Yec  later  he  took  theflj 
field  against  Comwallis.  " 

In  1782  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Virginia, 
then  a  Slate  of  die  American  Union.  Having 
filled  the  office  twice  in  succession,  be  retired  to 
private  life  only  to  be  returned  again  to  the 
House  of  Burgesses, 

In  1 791  he  was  dioson  Governor  of  the  State 
■  ditrd  time,  but  died  before  inauguration. 

It  is  not  po^ible  to  sneer  away  the  honor  of 
this  record.      Indeed,  it  would  be  surpassingly 
strange   should   stich  Ix^  tlie  di^ixi^iiictn  of  nny     mi 
Amerioin.     If  the  glory  attaching  to  a  Signer  of  ■ 
the  Declaration  might  not  be  transcended,  it  was 
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left  to  a  son  to  su^taia  and  even  add  to  it.    hti 
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Benjamin,  the  Signer,  was  rich  when  he  entered 
public  service;  but  as  the  newly  born  country 
va£  poor,  he  was  lavish  of  his  own  means,  and 
died  in  comparative  povert>'.  Tiie  seeond  son, 
William  Hcnr)*.  was  under  age  when  lus  father 
w;is  laid  away. 

Though  he  had  the  guardianship  of  Robert 
Moms,  the  financier,  his  affairs  were  so  badly  off 
that  he  determined  to  find  a  livelihood  in  the  prac- 
tice of  mt:dEcine,  and  for  diac  purpose  was  in 
Hampden  Sidney  College  when  a  great  Indian 
war  broke  out  in  the  West.  He  laid  his  books 
a&idc  to  join  St,  Gait's  army.  RoWrt  Morris 
<^[i|">scd  tilt?  scheme,  but  President  Washington 
Uvured  it,  and  commissioned  him  enfugn  in  the 
fim  regtmcni  ct  regular  artillcr>\  then  in  garrison 
At  Fort  Washington,  in  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnad. 
Tlir'i,  I*-i  It  be  remembered,  was  when  he  was 
r»jivjteen  jears  of  age. 

He  won  hi:s  first  distinction  immediately.  Har- 
mirr  had  Ijeen  defeated  by  Oie  Indians,  A  like 
misfbmine  befell  St.  Clain  The  consternation 
wai  universal.  He  performed  a  perilous  duty  in 
the  dead  of  winter  with  such  €i/a£  that  his  vet- 
eran chief  Sl  Clair  caused  him  lo  be  promoted 
full  lieiitenanL  In  1793  be  joined  ;l/^/i^  Anthony 
Wayn«>  and    was    installed    aide-decamp,     la 
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Wayne's  official  report  of  his  victory  he  made 
mentioti  "of  his  gallant  atde'de^cafn^;}.  Lieutenant 
Harrison,"  who  was  !;hortly  promoted  captain, 
and  placed  in  command  of  Fort  Washington,  with 
discretionary  authority. 

la  1797  Wayne  died.  Captain  Harrison  re- 
signed  from  the  army,  and  was  appointed  Secre- 
tary  of  the  Northwestern  Tcrritor)',  and  ex-offuia 
Lieutenant-Governor, 

So  satisfactory  to  the  people  was  the  young 
man's  administration  ihat,in  1798,  the  Territory 
having  become  entitled  to  a  scat  in  Congress, 
he  was  chosen  delegate* 

In  the  first  session  succeedinfr,  tlie  Northwest* 
cm  Territory  was  divided  ;  a  separate  Territory, 
now  the  State  of  Ohio,  was  carved  out  of  it,  the 
resUhie  becoming  die  Trrritaty  of  fndioNa^oi 
which  Harrifson  was  appointed  Governor 

The  vastness  of  the  region  which  thus  fell 
under  his  sway  wua  hut  little  comprehended.  !t 
embraced  Michigan,  Illinois.  Iowa.  Indiana,  and 
all  the  vagueJy  bounded  Lonisiana^  then  of  re- 
cent purchase  Few  cmpirrs  have  equalled  it  in 
extent  Indiana.  Illinois,  Michigan  and  Wisconsin 
as  at  that  time  constituted  had  three  important 
white  sculcments:  Clark's  Grant  at  the  fall^  of 
the  Ohio;  Vincenncs  on  the  Wabash;  a  third  on 
the  Mi!is!ssipp;.  The  country,  forest  and  prairie, 
was  Indian.  The  business  of  the  young  Gover- 
nor was  to  wreat  it  from  savagery ;  and  for  that 
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porpose  lie  was  dotbed  with  power  more  nearly 
imperial  than  any  ever  exercised  by  one  man  in 
the  Republic*     He  was  authorized  to  adopt  and 
{niblii^ti  such  law^  dvil  and  criminal,  35  were  best 
adapted  to  the   condition   of  the  Tc<rritory;  he 
could  art»inkiily  create  townships  and  counties, 
and    appoint  'civil    officers,  and   militia   oRiccra 
under  tlie  grade  of  general.     Most  extnioniinary 
of  all,  however,  to  him  belonged  the  confirmatioa 
of  an  important  class  of  land  grants.     ]n  this  re- 
gard his  authority  was  absolute.    Other  approval 
^or  counlersigo  was  not  required.     The  applica- 
^■fcm  was  to  him  oripnally;  his  ^gnature  was  the 
^Kerfect  evidence  of  title.     When  one  thinks  of 
Vtfic  temptations  to  which  he  was  subjected,  and 
of  the  fortune  he  might  liave  amnsseti,  the  tact 
that  he  issued  from  the  trial  poor,  and  without  a 
taint  upon  his  honor  miJ:3t  be  regarded  as  crcd- 
^jtiblc  to   him  in  [he  highest  degree-     His  repu* 
^nadon  maybe  rested  upon  this  circumstance  quite 
^Bft  safely  as  up«n  his  military  record, 
■^   As   Governor    of    Indiana    Harrison  was  rx- 
^0ich  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs,  10  which 
^^&  fthordy  added  the  commissionership  for  treai- 
ig  with  Uie  Indians,    These  duties  brought  him 
ito  connection  with  the  tribe^i,  and   ultimately 
l!ed  him  to  the  field  against  them. 
The  sketch,  neccssanly  hurried  and  brief,  ptc- 
its  William  ficnry  Harrison  as  a  civilian:  the 
ider  IS  now  invited  to  study  him  as  a  itoldier. 
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He  mu5t  be  brought  to  mind  a  young  man,  CaU. 
sleiTdcr.  Iiatidwmc,  of  gract-ful  carnage,  miliiary 
in  mAnn<:r,  with  large  black  eye:;  and  ;in  inid'^ 
Icctual  face.  In  1798,  when  he  was  niler  of  the 
Tcriitor)'  r>f  Imllana,  he  wan  but  iwrni)'*(ive  years 
of  age,  and  of  extremely  youthful  appearance. 

From  Vincennea,  his  seat  of  government,  he 
held  communication  with  the  autliontics  of  Wash- 
ington, and  strove  to  keep  the  great  Indian  tribes 
in  check,  basing  his  policy  in  dealing  with  them 
upon  a  foundation  of  justice.  He  could  probably 
have  kept  pracc  wiih  tliem  btit  for  the  intrigues 
of  the  British  in  Canada,  and  the  ambition  of  th« 
two  brothers^  Tecums^k,  the  Crouching  Panther, 
and  ^/Aravite^m.  the  Loud  Voice  or  Prophet  In 
1806  these  children  of  ihe  forest  dreamed  of  a 
universal  coiifederaiion  of  all  the  trities  for  the 
re<Iemption  of  the  Western  world  from  the 
usuqKitions  of  die  pale-faces,  and  to  that  end  set 
a  grent  conspiracy  on  foot-  Tliey  had  promises 
of  support  from  the  Father  bej'bnd  the  Great 
I^ke.  Eventually  Tccumsch  challenged  the 
young  governor  at  V'inctnncs  to  the  conflict. 
Hirrc  wcrr  at  that  lime  scalps  of  white  women 
and  children  %ing  on  a  string  at  his  wigwam 
door  Tlie  ilefiance  was  accepted  Harrison 
took  the  fickl  in  person.

In  1824  lie  was  elected  Senator  of  the  Unff 
States  from  Ohio,     Then,  after  a  short  term 
Minister  to  the  Republic  of  Colombia,  he  retired 
his  home  at  North  Bend  on  the  Ohio  river.     Tli 
governor,  the  general,  the  senator,  resolved 
self  into  the  farmer,  and,  old  Roman-like,  was  coi 
tent  to  follow  the  plough.    Still  the  people  claimi 
him. 

On  the  4th  of  December,  1839,  a  Nation; 
Whig  Convention  at   Harrisburg,  Pennsylvanij 
nominated  him  unanimously  their  candidate  k 
the  Presidency.    The  race  was  one  of  the  m* 
memorable  in  our  political    annals,     Eighte< 
himdred  and  forty  became  a  year  of  mark  fc 
events  public  and  private.     Never  was  there 
rising  of  the  people  ho  spontaneous  and  effectii 
The  whole  land  teemed  with  processions  and  n 
sounded  with   songs.     William  ilenry  liarriso) 
was  elected,  and  as  President  of  the  United  Stat< 
administered  the  governmcni  precisely  one  mom 
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when  he  di(^d.  Icavine  a  c\^i\  record  of  ihc  most 
varied  scmce  extending  through  a  pcno<l  of  fifty 
yt^m.  The  day  will  come  when  the  humble 
tombp  fiheliering  the  bones  of  the  hero  on  ilif; 
knoll  above  ihc  Ohio,  will  be  changed  to  a  monu- 
ment significant  of  the  gratitude  of  the  millions  at 
home  m  the  Northwest,  with  the  redemption  of 
which  he  had  «o  much  to  do  as  Citizen  and  Sol* 
dier. 

The  message  he  delivered  at  his  inauguration 
on  the  4th  of  Marcli,  1841,  wasa  plain  document 
of  the  style  of  Washington.  Some  of  ihe  send- 
fneiils  advanced  Uierein  have  a  peculiar  per- 
tinency to  poU:ics  of  lo-day.  The  following  ex- 
tracts  will  no  doubt  be  understood  and  appreci- 
ated:

His  youth  was  spcnc  upon  ihe  fnrm  M  North 
Bctid  Tlic  ix'p<ratcd  and  lonjj-coniinucd  ab- 
senccs  of  his  fetlicr  in  and  about  official  duties 
demanded  a  ronhdcndal  agent  to  superintend 
home  aflairs  So  it  resullt^d  lliat  the  second  of 
the  ^ns  became  a  farmer;  and  from  all  that  can 
be  gltanrd  of  him  this  wa?  strictly  in  consonance 
wjtli  his  tastes.  He  was  of  a  quiet,  meditative 
turn-  llie  bu%tk-  and  jostling  of  grcut  cro*%"d5 
tvere  dista^tefut  to  him.  He  ioved  befit  lo  sit  with 
his  fairily  by  the  door  of  summer  evenings.  The 
cducatioE)  of  the  boys  absurbrd  cver>'  tlioiight 
aside  from  hU  farm.

Tlie  purchaser  of  t]ie  latter  tiact  was  John 
Cleves  Symmes,  of  New  Jersey,  concerning  whom 
are  *iome  particiilars  of  interest 
He  was  a  son  of  Rev,  Timothy  Symmes,  of 
3Ctiate,  Mass,,  a  graduate  of  Howarii  Coll<^. 
it  otic  lime  he  wn^  a  deli^gate  to  the  Provincial 
'on}:;ress  and  was  acdve  in  framing  die  consd- 
Uition  of  his  Statt  in  1776.  A  year  later  he  be- 
canu;  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Still  retain- 
in. >  hi>  position  a^  such  ju>ticr,  in  1 7S4  and  J  }8$ 
-  'vik%  a  [Ielt*gace  10  die  Cuntinental  Congress  at 
i'inladulphia.    Following  that  he  was  appointed 
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judge  of  the  Northwestern  Territory  and  moved 
to  Ohio.  He  had  for  companions  in  his  emigre- 
lion  Joruthan  Dayton,  Elia^i  Boudinot,  Dr.  Clark* 
*on  and  others  of  New  Jersey. 

Tlic  tract  constituting  what  is  known  as  *Sym- 
mr%'  Purchase"  (xnnjwiscd  the  present  cities  of 
Cincinnati  and  Dayton.  It  embraced  Hamilton, 
IJuilcr,  Preble  and  Mon^mcry  counties,  and 
pnftsibly  Warren.  Along  the  Ohio  river  it  ex 
tended  from  th(?  Litdt  Miami,  about  iwcntj- miles 
above  Cincinnati,  to  the  Big  Miami,  about  the 
same  distance  below  that  cit>\  All  the  titles  for 
fractionH  of  the.  tract  proceeded  from  him. 

Judge  Symmcs  established  his  residence  at 
North  Bend,  and  there  laid  out  a  city,  intending 
ir>  make  it  die  great  commercial  emporium  of  the 
West.  Unfortunately  for  hh  idea,  CintinnHti  be- 
came a  military  post,  the  protection  of  which  was 
anxk»usly  iiought  by  settlers.  Symmcs'  city  sank 
into  comparative  insignificance.  Two  of  the  three 
hewn  log-houses  which  tlie  Judge  erected  as  the 
nucleus  of  his  emporium  were  destroyed  by  fire. 
The  incendiary  is  reported  to  liave  been  a  po- 
litical enemy. 

The  ruins  of  the  stone  chimneys  of  the  cabins 
are  yet  discernible.  To-day  North  Beml  is  chiefly 
known  as  having  been  the  residence  of  President 
William  Henry  Harrison. 

Judge  Symmcs  had  for  his  first  wife  Anna  Tut- 
bill,  of  Southotd.  Long  Island,     from  tne  mar- 
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nmgc  there  were  two  daughters.  Maria  and  Anna^ 
cif  whom  the  former  wedded  Peyton  Short,  of 
K*?inucky.  and  ihc  latter  William  Henry  Harri- 
son- The  wooing  and  winning  of  the  younger 
sister  is  not  without  romantic  coloring. 

When  Fort  Washington  was  established  at 
Cincinnati  Harrison  was  stationed  there.  Duty 
called  tlic  gallant  captain  to  North  Bend,  and  he 
became  a  gut^st  at  the  Symmes  residence.  It  w; 
not  loflf;  until  he  succumbed  to  the  black  eyes  ol 
Miss  Anna.  She  was  at  the  time  twenty  years  of 
age,  small,  graireful.  intelligenc  and  by  general 
agreement  beautiful.  He  was  twenty-two  years 
of  age,  with  a  reputation  well  established  as  a 
gallant  soldier  The  two  were  mutually  pleased 
with  each  other,  and  an  engagement  followed, 
which  could  hardly  fail  to  be  satisfactory  to  th^ 
^ther.  Tlie  Judge,  in  fact,  consented  to  die  mar- 
riage: but,  hearing  some  sland*?rou&  reports  of 
the  captain,  he  afterwards  withdrew  his  consent. 
The  lovers  were  in  nowise  daunted.  They  re- 
solved to  proceed  with  dieir  engagement  No- 
vember 39,  J  795.  tlic  day  appointed  for  the  wed- 
ding, arrived.  Judge  Symmes,  thinking  the  af- 
fiur  off  or  declining  to  be  present,  rode  to  Cir- 
cinnalip  leaving  the  coast  clear. 

In  the  presence  of  the  young  lady's  step- 
piothcrand  many  guests  the  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  Ur  Stephen  Wood,  a  justice  of  tlie 
pcacc' 
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Undoubtedly  the  Cather  of  the  bride  wi^;  a  pei 
sen  of  great  iniporurce  at  that  time.     He  was 
high  dignitary  ot  the  United  States  govcrnmcnl 
and  proprietor  of  a  tract  of  land  ducal  iii  propoj 
tJons>    The  lady  wai;  beauElful,  young,  charmin^fj 
of  Eastern  education  and  manners.     The  bridi 
groom  on  his  side  had  foughi  his  way  to  a  caj 
taincy.  which  was  a  much  more  influential  ai 
ment  tr  that  day  than  this,  especially  in  s< 
cirdes.    With  these  points  in  mind,  it  would  xn 
be  strange  il  a  reader,  giving  rein  to  his  fancy^ 
should  picture  the  wedding  as  of  exc^f^din^  :f]>teii< 
dor  of  circumstance.

Having  become 
involved  in  drbt,  l^irgcly  lUruuyh  ill-advised 
endorsements,  he  left  no  property.  Years  prior 
to  his  death  his  farm  passed  from  him  into  the 
ownership  of  the  hein*  of  Judge  Short,  wlio  has 
been  tni^Eitianed  as  the  husband  of  Betsey  Karri- 
ton,  "(hrough  their  kindness,  and  out  of  great 
respect,  fic  was  permitted  to  continue  in  its  occu* 
{lancy.     Me  left  no  estate  whatever. 

It  will  perhaps  please  the  reader  to  be  assured 
t  from  this  point  forward  he  will  be  given 
nothing  that  is  not  directly  concerned  witl>  tlic

Benjamin  Harrison,  the  second  son  of  John 
tt  llarrison,  was  bom  at  North  Bend  in  his 
grandfather's  hous^  on  the  20th  day  of  August, 
Ilij3-^n«arly  fifty-five  years  ago. 
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There  is  nothing  more  surprising  in  ihc  livei 
of  Americans  than  the  ^iiniUiiLy  of  their  cliild- 
hood  and  youth.  Their  sporu  are  the  same: 
they  go  through  the  same  trains  of  petty  advca 
turc :  at  length  a  period  arrives  at  which  they  arc 
sent  to  M:hrx}1 :  there  a  ne^v-comer  very  nearly 
takes  up  a  book  left  behind  by  a  predecessor,  is 
subjected  to  the  same  recitation,  and  whirled  witb 
Astonishing  rapidicy  Along  a  course  of  stu 
whicli,  after  all.  is  little  more  than  a  deeply  wont' 
rut*  This  m;ty  perhaps  be  a  necessity :  it  certainly! 
is  monotonous.  There  arc  even  teadicrs  of  experi- 
ence and  excellent  judgment  who  have  been  heard 
to  express  a  wish  that  the)'  mi^ht  live  to 
tlie  results  of  experiments  in  education  out  of  ih 
common.  'Hiere  is  no  hack  so  worn  and  wea 
as  a  master  or  mistress  of  a  public  school,  iinle 
it  be  a  college  professor  Tliat  a  lad  ever  ri$« 
above  the  dead  level  is  attributable  purely  to  a 
superiority  of  intellect  In  the  light  of  this  re- 
mark and  its  context,  together  with  his  admitted 
success  in  li!e.  it  is  worth  while  to  make  a  siud> 
of  the  youth  and  school-days  of  the  Republican 
candidate  for  the  Presidency. 

Extending  tiouihward  from  tlie  old  Harri 
homestead  at  North  Bend  there  is  a  tongue  of 
land,  quite  five  miles  in  length:  its  lower  ex- 
tremity touches  the  Indiana  lioundary  line;  tlie 
Dorth  side  ift  swept  by  the  Miami  river;  upon 
the  south  side  the  Ohio  rolls  its  pkdd  stream.

It  furnished  the  family  all  the 
iples  of  life-  Seldom,  if  ever,  had  they  to  go 
It  tti  markcL  From  it  the  cellar  was  well  sup-

lys  lat  and  sleek.  The  proprietor  was,  in 
X  a  good  fermcr.  He  might  have  been  nothing 
ciic  out  of  iJic  ordinar)',  but  that  he  was  in  fair 
degree  He  gave  himself  to  the  occupation  pa- 
fndy  and  successfully,  at  least  so  far  as  the  bless- 
of  plenty  to  cat  and  wear  is  concerned.  The 
vverty  that  overtook  him  in  his  later  days  was 
»n*c<juencc  of  his  generosity  and  a  judgmcni 
'lOO  easily  cheated  by  people  who  wormed  their 
way  into  his  confidence.  He  put  on  no  st>Ie.  If 
bt5  diapoaition  had  tended  tliac  way,  he  tiad  not 
mraiiH  to  iiuhilgif  it.  One  tlung  he  was  Je- 
lined  upon :  whatever  else  happened,  he 
educate  his  children.  Hifi  residence  fronted 
Ohio  river:  between  tlie  river  and  the  door 
LS  a  small,  plain,  old-fashione<l  log-schooUhouse.

early  in  die  life  of  Henjamin  be  was  la  the 
fit  of  employing  private  ie.idiers.

And  placed  umler  mstmcliDn  logctlif^r  with 
his  own  childrtrn,  Boj-s  of  his  nrarcst  ndghbors 
were  also  attendants  there.  The  tiiachcrs  were 
sometimes  mca  sometimes  women ;  and  they  were 
^not  employetl  all  tlie  j~ear  roimil,  but  gcn^rrally  in 
riiC  winter. 

The  cabin  was,  as  is  usual  with  such  buildings^ 
of  the  vcr>-  plainest  'ITie  Hoor  was  of  puncheon, 
the  wimlon-s  few  and  <imall.  In  one  end  was  a 
gren:  fire-place,  habitually  filled  with  logs  in  the 
morning  to  bum  all  day.  The  benches  were  slab^ 
mned  above  the  Boor  by  sticks  6ttcd  in  through 
auger  holes.  They  were  without  hack?i,  and  the 
little  fellows,  throuph  the  hours  of  st^eion,  dropped 
their  legs  without  touching  the  Hoor  with  Uicir 
feet.  Altogether  it  was  wear>-  emp}o>inent  Ibr 
them.  But,  as  their  studies  were  spelling,  reading 
and  wriiinp,  they  were  not  put  to  much  mental 
effort.  At  reccis  they  ran  wild,  and  made  up 
for  lost  time  at  pLiy.  In  that  humble  structure 
Benjamin  begin  his  education. 

In  seasons  when  the  crops  were  being  planted 
and  har\'ested  he  waa^  as  a  farmer's  boy,  given  to 
employment  suiuble  to  his  years.

-enthralled  by  Waverley.  tlie  Scottish  talcs.  anJ  tlie' 
eastern  romances.  He  pored  over  them  dili- 
gently.   Ivdnhoe  and  the  Talisman  were  uurccs 
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"  vifnuK  fiisctnatioii  to  him.     In  them  his  tmagi- 
'ttrfon  fbimd  the  grcatt^l  satisfaction.     And  iin- 
cftisdoiisly  he  laid  away  a  store  of  English  Jind 
Stotcfi  history  from  Kenilworth  and  other  tales 
dnt  class  iniinitdy serviceable  in  his  succeeding 
irs,     lie  has  since  drank  deeply  from  Dickens, 
^Thackeray  and   all    xhc  mo<:lcrn    cla<isicists,   but 
^Walter  Scott  still  holds  dominion  over  his  tastes. 
^^c  speaks  enthusiasiically  of  him  yet,  and  says 
wr!nt  through  his  volumes  from  beginning  to 
id,  and  ovi^r  and  over  again. 
In  his  boyish  days  an  uncle  preftented  him  with 

P  Vicar  of  Wakefield,  and  about  the  same  time* 
pon  ihtr  rccofnmeniUuon  of  his  mother,  he  cle* 
Qured  Pilgrim's  Progress, 
kin  the  society  librar>"  at  Fanner's  College  he 
und  the  works  of  Washington  Irving,  and  they 
o  bcramc  his  admiration  and  delight,  Occa- 
>nnlly  he  read  Coopers  st'oric**.  In  tlie  purely 
hir-toricAt  line,  Hume  and  Gibbon  received  the 
greatest  attention  irom  him.  So  tltat  when,  at 
th-  f-nd  of  two  y<-iirN  iti  Karrnr-r's  Cnllrge,  lie  was 
ira:;:iCerred  to  Miami  Univcr;^icy,  he  was  so  well 
ad%'anced  in  stuily  and  general  informalton  as  to 
at  once  enter  a  Junior  in  the  latter  institution. 

hMtami  Univt^rsity  had  been  provided  for  by 
e  General  Government  by  reservation  in  the 
grant  of  land  to  John  Clevcs  Symmcs  and  his 
lusodalcs.  It  was  Lonsequcntly  one  of  the 
earliest,  and  for  a  long  time  decidedly  the  leading

Harrison  was  rcc<!ivcd  in  lis  walls  it  had  derived 
not  a  little  fame  from  presidents  such  as  Dr.  Mc- 
Masters  and  Dr  Bl^iiop,  In  the  prDCcs^toruil 
roll  are  the  names  of  Dr.  McGnffy  and  Dr.  John 
\V.  Scott,  with  the  latter  of  whom  we  $hall  pres- 
ently acqtjainc  otirsctvcs  as  tlic  &tthcr  of  Mrs. 
Harrison.  'Hie  executive  of  t]ie  institutton  whf.n 
the  subject  of  our  biography  beeame  one  of  its 
students  was  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Anderson.  D.  D., 
jndcr  whose  administration  its  afl^rs  were  in  an 
unusually  flourishing  condition.  Aside  from  die 
lai^e  patronage  received  from  the  Koriliwest,  it 
found  favor  in  the  South,  tiicrc  being  many  youths 
on  its  roster  from  tlie  ^lave  or  Soiidicrn  States 
Miami  University  was  not  stricdy  dcnomina- 
llonal;  neverliiele^fi  it  had  been  presided  over 
ahnosc  from  the  beginning  by  men  connected 
wiih  tlic  PrcsbyKrrian  Church— sons  of  Presby- 
terians of  the  Old  and  New  Scliool  Churdie*.  as 
tiiey  were  called,  and  among  Uiera  Covenanters  or 
United  Presbyterians,  In  deference  to  their 
ideas,  the  psalms  in  tl>e  morning  exerciser  were 
always  sur^  out  of  Rouse's  collection. 

Young  Harrison  attached  him&eU  immediately 
n|>on  arrival  to  the  Miami  Union  Literary  Society, 
and  became  fort-mosi  tn  the  dtrbates  which,  as 
usual  with  such  societies,  formed  part  of  tlie  or- 
dinary exercises*  In  lliat  line  he  early  distln- 
guishfd  himself,  and  conscious  of  his  strenj 
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he  preferred  speaking  to  compoMcioru  To  the 
\;*ttrr  be  indeed  (ailed  to  give  ihe  auention  it  de- 
served, 

To  diis  day  he  prcftrs  impromptu  oratorical 
effort  to  wriiing,  which  is  still  distasteful  di'tidj^cry 
to  hinu  A  liitle  further  on  tlie  reader  wtll  have 
opponuniiy  to  decide  for  himself  how  well  founded 
the  preference  oi,iy  be. 

Kctitrning  a  moment  to  hi:^  home-life  on  tlie 
fann,  it  h  plea^nc  to  remark  that  his  mother  \\^^ 
a  most  devout  Chrifitian  woman  of  remarkable 
sweetness  of  temper,  and  her  spirit  pervaded  thi 
hotisr.  The  dining-room,  which  wa^  the  com-^ 
moD  ftitiin^r-room.  was  lai^e  and  commodious, 
with  the  usual  wide  open  fireplace.  In  evenings, 
especially  of  the  winter,  the  family  assembled  in 
itaraund  a  centra  I  •tabic.  The  flames  in  the  fire- 
place burned  brightly,  dispensing  light  in  aid  of 
the  tallow-dips  on  the  tabic,  beside  which  wcra^ 
Uie  old-fashioned  brazen  snuffers  reaily  in  the 
)>nlifbhtf^  Iray  for  iiiNlani  um*.  Tluf  dips  inrn- 
lioncd  were  not  tlie  store  article  but  home-made, 
In  £ici  youRfT  Harrison  hdped  make  them,  and 
became  an  cxi>ert  in  the  btisiness.

Young  Harrison,  in  tliis  interval  of  college  U 
must  not  be  thought  of  as  coldly  indilTcrent  ti 
attractions  outside  study.     Tlic  mind  that  admit 
fondness  of  Walter  Scott  must  also  have  an  cli 
ment  of  romance  more  or  less  defiant  of  control 
Its  possessor,  if  a  student,  will  give  time  to  dream] 
wholly  irrelevant  to  the  book  which  is  the  neces 
jMiy  of  the  next  recitation.

jamin  Harrison,  now  mature  in  years,  Is  still 
bravely  on  the  s;inie  side* 
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Love  of  one's  alma  makr  is  not  an  iijipuisc  ofj 
gradiEalion.     Upon  tlifr  going  forth  the  young  maj 
is  all  confidonce  :  the  world  U  the  reverse  of  stivful 
to  him;  ic  is  anctdof  which  he  has  simply  to  taki 
possession;  or  it  is  the  fdccping  beauty  of  Tnei 
main,  and  he  the  hero  assigned  to  awake  her ; 
lions,  goblins,  and  thunders  along  tfic^-ayareonl; 
accessories  to  make  the  achievement  more 
markablc.    The  popularii)-  of  llic  first  picture  ii 
the  seritrs  of  Colc'j*  ■'  Voyage  of  1-ife,"  a  radiani 
youth  ifi  a  shallop  flying  a^ainsc  a  rippled  cunrenj 
toward  the  lLjfninoi:5  temple  in  the  sky,  is  due  lesi 
10  excellence  of  art  tjian  to  the  inilh  of  the  poi 
irayaL     Years  after  exit  from  the  narrow  wall 
of  the  college,  when  the  slips  and<.lisapr>ointTncni 
in  the  career  so  eagerly  challenged  have  bcci 
endured,  then  it  is  that  the  man  becomes  cnnsctoui 
that  hi^  sUidcnt  days  were  days  of  exceeiKn] 
pleasantness. 

Benjamin  Harrison  at  the  moment  of  issuan^ 
from  the  university  may  have  felt  himself  a  man 
in  reality  he  was  but  a  boy.     Nevertheless  he 
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1(K«  an  hour  in  tdlc  farewells  1o  places  of  his 
^^   Ugc  trials  and  iriiimphs.     From  labor  he  went 
l4bQr,  wich  two  inccniitfc-s  lo  make  Iiim  manful 
"^^^povcrtj*  and  a  trustful  fiance. 

Exactly  when  lie  had  determined  to  be  a  lawyer 

^^nnoi  be  stated.     He  himself  cannot  fix  the 

^iinr.     Tli<:  prubabililips  are  tiut  it  w.i^  when  he 

i>ra»  passing  through  the  preparatory  studies  at 

l^armcr's  College. 

Inclination  lo  a  j>ursuit  is  referable  to  laslcs. 

The  voLiry  feeis  the  stir  of  capacity  long  before 

he  enters  upon  tlie  profession.    The  artist  mani< 

it  in  a  tacility  to  draw ;  the  soldier  discovers 

in  low  of  parades  and  the  incidents  of  the  camp; 

ic  meehanic  and  the  poet  are  often  born  sudi. 

|l  may  perhaps  be  said  that  multitudes  of  young 

men  in  our  country  drift  toward  tlie  law  not  from 

any  manifest  aptitude   for  it.  but  because  it  has 

been,  if  it  ts  not  now,  the  directest  path  to  polilkal 

pn^cs.    Tbis  remark  cannot  be  appli<:d  to  young 

Harrison.    His  mental  qualities,  the  gifc  of  nature, 

are  all  those  of  the  lawyer  as  contradistinguished 

from  the  politician.    Thus  drawn  to  it  by  innate 

^apiitudc,  he  was  further  controlled  in  the  choice 

^Hy  oDe  great  necessity  of  his  situation. 

'         The  lann  ujjon  which  he  was  raised  liad  at  one 

■^me  been  a  considerable  possesMon.     Originally 

PRbcre  were  five  hundred  acres  of  it;    but  his 

lather  had  been  carelei^^  in  m^^nagcment.     His 

habits  of  life  were  !n  a  degree  inherited.     He  was 
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tilx^ral  and  grnerou^  to  a  &u1t.  He  delighted  tn 
the  cntert^nmcnt  of  strangers  as  well  as  of  friends. 
He  was  ne\^er  deaf  to  appeals  for  assistance. 
Diil  a  ndghlx>r  need  an  indorse^  he  ad<lre&sed 
himself  CO  John  Scott  Harrison,  and  was  never 
refused.  \Vhen  the  paper  fell  due  and  the  prin* 
cipQl  was  not  ready  to  meet  it,  an  extension  be* 
came  npccssary,  ihe  burihen  of  which  too  fre- 
quendy  fell  upon  the  surety.  If  further  securiy 
wan  required,  a  mortgage  was  executed  upon  the 
home  krm.  After  a  while  came  judgments  and 
foreclosures.  To  save  the  estate  John  Scott  him* 
self  became  a  borrower  So,  in  the  course  of 
years,  his  affairs  went  from  bad  to  worse,  and 
jinally,  as  has  been  stated,  he  was  stripped  of 
evcrydiing.  Through  the  kindness  of  relatives, 
he  retained  possession  of  the  premises.  The 
family,  however,  were  in  a  certain  sense  depend- 
ents. 

Such  was  die  condition  of  the  fadier  when 
young  Benjamin  passed  from  Farmers  College 
into  Miami  University.  Such  was  his  condition 
when,  two  years  afterw<irds,at  the  age  C>fei}jhteen, 
the  son  issued  from  the  university.  So.  when  the 
latter  resolved  to  adopt  the  law  as  his  profession. 
the  prolaahilitics  arc  iliat  he  was  mainly  moved 
by  die  prospect  of  finding  it  the  shortest  avenue 
to  hvclihood.  Ambidon  might  have  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  choice,  but  it  was  a  lesser  tn* 
fluence. 
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One  of  ihe  noiaWe  firms  of  Cincinnaii  was  that 
of  Slover  and  Gwynne.  Few  lawyers  have  been 
more  honored  in  Western  legal  circles  chan  Bel- 
lumy  ScQv<?r,  lUs  name  ts  yet  a  itynonyme  for 
honor,  ability  and  j^enuine  pairiotism.  Inhere  was 
ao  end  to  hU  kindness.  His  life  was  a  succession 
of  good  deeds.  As  a  judge,  the  ermine  he  wore 
on  the  bench  was  even  whiter  when  put  off  than 
when  he  put  it  on.  Socially  he  was  the  pattern 
of  a  gcndcman.  As  an  instructor  he  retained 
tlirougti  life  the  most  affectionate  n^gard  oT  his 
pupih-  Abram  Gwynne  ably  seconded  him. 
Young  Harrison  was  received  into  their  office  as 
a  regular  student.  While  thus  engaged,  he  lived 
at  the  hoti^  of  hi^  sister,  Mrs.  Eaton,  whose  hus- 
band was  a  physician  in  active  practice. 

Before  he  had  quite  finished  his  legal  course, 
listening  10  a  voice  in  his  heart,  he  made  a  piU 
grima^  to  Oxford,  and  on  the  201I1  of  October, 
1853,  ti'as  married;  after  which,  with  his  wife,  he 
returned  to  his  father's  place  below  Cincinnati, 
where  he  conliniied  his  studies  S**'"g  *'!'  ^^^' 
quenily  to  the  office  for  examination. 

It  was  but  natural  that  in  the  time  he  was  thu3 
occupied  ho  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  a  loca- 
tion. We  have  seen  that  his  father's  farm  touched 
the  boundary  line  of  Indiana,  which  became  as 
fiuniiiar  to  him  as  his  native  State,  The  names 
of  its  politicians,  lawyers  and  judges  were  per- 
fectly widiin  hi:;  knowledge — a«  perfectly,  in  fact. 
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as  if  they  were  personal  acquaintances.  He 
knew  the  history  of  the  State  from  its  beginning: 
its  tcrrilorial  histor)-  wus  the  history  of  his  grand- 
father, so  that  it  is  impo^ible  that  he  RhotiM  not 
have  been  interested  in  it,  and  equiilly  impossible 
that  it  should  liavc  been  without  attraction  to  liim. 
Wi(h  rxcrlleni  judgment  he  finally  resolved  to 
establish  himiicirin  Indianapolis,  And  thither  he 
betook  himscir  in  March,  1854. 

His  marriage  was  an  cvklcncc  of  self-reliance 
and  confidence  in  the  goodness  of  IVovidcncc 
Further  evidence  illustradvc  of  thoiM;  qualities 
may  be  found  in  a  presentation  of  his  worldly 
goods  at  that  time 

As  wc  have  seen,  his  father  was  not  in  condition 
to  aEfitit  him  pecuniarily.  The  good  man  had 
strained  his  remaining  resources  in  educating  him 
and  his  brother.  A  fortunate  nrcumstancc  now 
intervened.  James  Finley.  a  soldier  of  tlie  war 
of  tgi2,  had  married  an  aunt  of  young  Harri- 
son,  leaving  her  a  widow.  From  her  he  had 
inherilr^d  a  lot  in  Cincinnati,  wliidi  he  tumetl  to 
present  accoirnt.  A  purchaser  was  found  willing 
to  advance  $800 on  the  property;  on  account  of 
the  minority  of  youn^  Harn»on,  the  transaction 
was  perfected  by  a  bond  for  a  deed  ujx>n  his  ar- 
rival at  majorit>'.  That  sum  constituted  the 
endrc  fortune  with  which  he  settled  down  in  In- 
dianapolis. A  more  unaristocratic  beginning  of 
life  can  scarcely  be  conceived,     He  was  not  able 
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Liy  tiim  ^  hout;^  or  rent  2  separate  office.    He 
.d  bu:  one  acquaintance  in  the  city.  Mr.  John 
J-K  Rca,  who  wa?s  Clerk  of  the  United  Sutcs  Dis* 
ict  Court,  and  as  such  wa»  domicilecl  m  tlie  State 
lank  building  Mtuaied  in  the  triangiutar  corner 
opposite  the  Bates  House.    Mn  Kca  kindly  ottered 
iim  a  desk,  and  shortly  a  "  iihinglc  "  was  nailed  ar 
ihi?  side  of  die  door,  notif)ing  the  world  that  Ben- 
jamin Harrison,  attorne>-'at-bw,  might  be  found 
nthin. 
Shormess  of  mc^ans  and  lack  of  acquaintance- 
imp  were  not  the  only  di^dvanuges  with  which 
Lc  young  aspirant  for  legal  honors  had  to  con- 
■nti.     The  writer  became  acquainted  with  him  by 
production  frotn  Mr.  Rca,  and  well  remembers 
personal  appearance.     He  was  small  in  stat- 
ire.  of  dender  physique,  and  what  might  be  called 
blonde.     His  eyes  were  gray,  linged  with  blue, 
hair  lijjht,  reminding  one  of  what  in  ancient 
dayu  along  the  Wabash  was  more  truly  than 
poetically  described  as  "a  tow-head."     He  was 
tpljinly  drps?i<Kl,  and,  in  thai  respect,  gave  tokens 
W  IndirTerence  to  the  canons  of  fashion.     He  was 
modest  in  manner,  even  difftdcnt;  but  he  had  a 
ipleaiant  voice  and  look,  and  did  not  lack  for 
words  to  express  himself.     Al  first  one  wondered 
[that  a  young  man  apparently  so  lacking  in  asser* 
;don  lihould  presume  to  entrust  himself  so  far 
ifrom  home. 

The  wonder  was  heightened  when  il  be<*amc 
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kno^n  that  the  fledgling  was  a  grandson  of  Prcsi- 
liciit  WillLam  Hcnrj-  Harrison.  He  grew,  how 
ever,  with  more  initm^te  acqu»intancesliip;  and, 
by-and-b>',  men,  fijjeakin^  of  him  in  the  vernacu- 
lar, prophesied  that  he  would  develop  into  a 
"switige  cat." 

Unable,  as  we  have  seen,  to  take  a  houfte  and 
furnisli  it,  ht  secured  boardinf;  for  himself  and 
Mrs.  Harrison  in  the  Roll  house,  b<*Iow  the  bank 
buiUltng  at  tlie  comer  of  NUrjIand  ^ireei :  and 
while  waiting  for  bui^ine^  he  set  about  mastering 
the  Indiana  stnttJtes  and  the  code  of  practice,  then 
of  rccrtnt  aJoption.  BuMnes^  wax  slow  in  com* 
infjp  but  liis  patience  and  confidence  were  e<|ual 
to  the  occasion. 

About  this  time,  through  the  kindness  of  United 
itates  Marshal  John  L.  Robtnson  and  his  deputy, 
trge  McOuat,  the  young  man  was  appointed 
^crier  of  tlic  I'cdcral  Court,  the  salary-  of  which  in 
term  time  vtah  two  dollars  and  a  half  a  day.  ilc 
speaks  of  the  monc?)'  received  for  his  services  as 
tcourc  crier  as  the  first  he  ever  made. 

The  great  event,  probably  the  greatest,  in  llw 
life  of  ever)"  lawyer,  \s  his  first  trial.  A  thousand  - 
employments  may  come  subsequently  of  higher  fl 
imponancc  and  vastly  richer  comi>ensntion.  b«t  " 
that  one  will  nc\'cr  be  forgotten,  llic  old  practi- 
tioner may  be  carried  by  retainers  fiom  llie 
Count)-  Court  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Sute. 
and  for  that  matter  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
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Unite<l  Slates:  h^  ni;iy  luvc  nrliievfnl  a  nation^il 
repuULEion,  yei,  if  one  will  a&k  Inm  of  his  life,  he 
wtU  not  fail  to  go  back  to  his  fint  suit  and  gn*e 
you  iaithfully  and  in  the  minutest  details  all  its 
particulars. 

The  Indianapolis  bar  at  the  time  young  Harri- 
son fiouifht  admission  to  it  was  composed  of  gen- 
tlemen of  tinusual  ability  and  reputation.  The 
mere  mrnrirm  of  lh<rir  namfrs  is  sufficient  lo  justify 
the  *iatejTienL  Oliver  H.  Smith,  Lucit:n  Barbour, 
Calvin  Fletcher,  Ovid  Butler.  Simon  Yandes  (of 
the  firm  of  Mcicher.  Butler  &  Yamlcs).  Willi,irn 
O  *  T  liramBrown^Huj^hO'Neal.ex-Goverror 
1j«....  ;.allace.John  L.  Kctcham, James  Morna^on, 
David  McDonald,  were  seniors  in  die  practice. 
There  were  odiCTH  ri^in^  into  notoriety  wlio  might 
be  mentioned  :  John  Cobwrn,  Napoleon  B.  Taylor, 
Albert  G.  Porter,  William  Wallace,  all  of  secured 
renown  now,  were  of  the  second  class.  The  tiri^c 
named,  however,  were  in  the  full  tide  of  practice 
and  of  ability  to  make  an  impression  in  any  court 
of  the  Union,  In  that  day  speaking  abilitj- T\as 
especially  requrred;  the  tyro  ^^ho  was  wirliout  it 
wat  thou^fhc  to  be  a  )iopeles&  case  in  advance. 
The  mere  oDice  lawyer  was  a  subject  of  pity,  if  not 
contempt.  If  in  tile  family  tliere  was  a  boy  who 
had  vfiuii  was  calli^d  ilip  *'  gift  of  gab,"  his  parents 
and  friends  foreordained  him  to  the  law.  Opinion 
In  that  respect  has  undergone  a  somewhat  radical 
dkangc;  but  widiotit  dweUing  upon  it  every  one

The  case  came  up 
for  hearing  in  the  aitemoon.  and  by  chance 
Horace  Mann  was  announced  tor  a  lecture  in  the 
evening".  Maior  Gordon  was  axuious  to  hear 
that  distinguished  person:  and.  fearful  that  tlie 
trial  would  be  continued  into  the  night,  to  accom- 
modate himself  he  requested  his  new-  friend  to 
assist  him.  The  invitation  was  accepted.  Judge 
Majors  was  presiding.  The  defence  was  con- 
ducted by  Governor  Wallace  and  Sims  CoIIey. 
As  anticipated  the  e^^dence  was  heard,  and  Major 
Gordon  for  the  State  and  Mr.  Colley  for  the  de- 
fendant finished  their  speeches  in  the  afternoon;

From  tlut  ilay  to  iWs,  whether  address- 
ing himselT  to  court  or  jury,  or  the  vaster  audiences 
who  fumi»h  tlic  delight  of  oratory  on  the  plat- 
form ur  stump,  he  h^s  been  an  impromptu  speaker. 
At  the  concjusioii  of  this  maiden  effort  he  was 

^congratulated  by  everybody. 

Untler  tlie  code  of  that  day  the  defence  Iiad  the 
closing  speech,  and  as  the  duty  devolved  upon 
Gt>v>  Wallace,  he  was  profuse  in  complimentary' 
reference*,  and  dwelt  with  feeling  upon  the  kind- 
ness of  tllc  young  man's  grandfatlicr  to  him  when 
he  was  a  bd.

Shortly  afcenvards  he  waft  fiirni*;hed  another 
oppon^inity,  but  of  a  different  character.  By 
appointment  of  (^ov.  Joseph  A.  Wright  he  con- 
ductf^l  a  legislative  invesugauon  of  great  piihlic 
inieresc,  and  acquitted  himself  most  happily.

bicn,  despite  interruption,  to  reach  the  head  uf  lIic 
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bar  in  ImlUna.  And  mainiain  himseir  there  in  Tacfi 
or  the  rivalry  of  a  number  of  lawyers  of  ability  to 
ftflorn  any  court  in  the  lAorld.  j 

The  firm  of  Porte^r,  Harrison  &  Fislibacic  was  fl 
formed  in  1S65.  About  five  years  afterwards 
Mr  Fi^hback  went  into  the  newspaper  business* 
and  ilic  firm  then  became  Messrs,  Porter,  Harri- 
son &  Hines,  A  change  was  r»cxt  effected  by  the 
rcdrLint-nt  of  Governor  Porter.  Mn  W-  H.  H. 
Miller  look  his  place.  In  1883  Mr.  Hincs  retired, 
and  Mr.  John  H.  If^larn  coining  in,  tlie  frrm-namc 
became  what  tt  is  to-day — Harrison,  Miller  & 
lilam. 

General  Harrison  is  a  lawyer  by  natural  gifts. 
Probably  no  contemporary  exceeds  him  in  qiiidc- 
neti^  of  comprehension  and  breadth  or  reach  of 
judgment  Analysis  with  him  is  an  instinctive 
lental  operation.

His  deportment  to  the  latter  is 
so  rc&pcciful  that,  while  wrestling  against  an 
Iver^e  opinion,  he  was  never  known  to  have 
been  the  occasion  of  a  scene  in  court.  He  is 
eamcsc  where  what  he  thinks  his  rights  arc  in- 
tt)lvcd,  but  never  insolent,  cringing  or  angrj.  In 
course  ofspccch,  speaking  of  the  facts  elicited,  he 
keeps  himself  carefully  within  the  record.  In  the 
dosing  arj^ments  the  opposing  counsel  tinds  no 
beccsMty  to  interrupt  him  :  neiUier  has  lie  trouble 
with  him  in  preparing  a  record  for  an  appeal. 

Tricks,  traps,  surprises  and  small  advtinuges 
arc  foreign  to  General  Harrison's  ideas  of  pro- 
fessiona]  honor.  He  may  not  .ilwayii  be  eloquent^ 
but  he  is  always  logical :  if  the  occasion  demands 
ft.  howc^'cr.  he  can  be  grandly  eloquent.  His  in- 
digrulion,  like  hifi  pathos,  in  natural.      He  despises

The  fon^Jng  U  the  romi^l  title  of  die  suit  lo 
the  course  of  which  the  second  argument  sub- 
mitted to  the  reader  was  made  by  General  Jlar- 
ri5on>  More  tamllmrly  it  \s  known  as  the  "  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's Case,"  and  the  speech  is  se- 
lected because  it  is  considered  a  fair  expo$c  of 
the  speaker's  capacity  to  deal  with  questions  of 
constitutional  tnw.  admitiedly  th^:  highest  known 
to  American  ami  Knglish  judicature. 

An  explanation  of  the  circumstances  leading 
up  lo  the  case  may  be  scrvicenb!^  hrrc  a*  in  the 
pfes<;ntation  of  the  argument  in  Ah/fi^an  w.  Sia^t 
and  others. 

General  Harrison's  term  as  United  States  Sen- 
aior  from  Indiana  would  expire  in  iSSS.  making 
it  the  dntj'  of  the  legislature  of  1SS7  to  elr?ct  his 
successor.  In  1885  Mr.  \'oorhee«  had  been 
chosen  Senator  by  a  joint  Democratic  majority 
of  foriy-six,  but  as  ihat  was  not  thought  sufficient 
to  certainly  insur«f  the  defeat  of  Genera!  Har- 
rison, a  new  legislative  apportionment  of  the 
State  wa^  rcM^ved  upon  b>'  the  l>rmocniw.  The 
grrr^ni-iiHlrr  thai  fiillnxvrd  wvxy  lie  jtidgrd  frmn  a 
Statement  of  Mr.  \'oorht-es  to  Senator 
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of  West  Virginia.  lo  the  effect  a^  reported,  that 
he  wDulil  ft^el  penionally  disgntceJ  if  the  litdiafu 
le^^ishture  did  noi  have  z  jdnt  Democratic  ma- 
jority of  iit  Itrast  s(xt>'. 

The  lii'M  rltrction  under  ihe  gerrymaniltrr  was  a 
great  surprise  to  all  parties.  The  Republican 
candidate  for  Lieutenant-Governor,  Robert  S. 
Kobcrtaon,  was  chosen  by  a  inaiority  of  3.333: 
while,  following  the  returns,  ihe  joint  convention 
for  the  election  of  United  States  Senator  would 
stand  71  Republican.  75  Democratic,  and  4  Labor 
volca. 

This  unexpected  turn  of  <n*cnts  drove  the 
Democratic  managers  to  new  resorts.  When 
their  scheme  was  finally  evolved,  it  was  of  first 
imjiorianct?  that  Mr.  Robertson  should  not  be 
permitted  to  preside  over  th*:  deliberations  of  the 
Senate,  the  constitution  of  the  State  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding.

TJus 
vacation  of  Manson's  oRicc  would,  it  was  con- 
tended, throw  tlie  presidency  of  tiie  Senate  into 
tlie  hands  of  Alonjo  G.  Smidi.  Senator  from  Jen-

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president  pr*>  Um.  To  make  the  claim 
plau^iNc  as  well  as  effective,  the  IJcmocralic  coii-

HutterAdd  referred  the  request  to  Hooker,  whcJ 
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came  in  person  to  see  about  it,  and  hearing  that 
the  men  about  die  redoubt  were  doing  well  and 
could  probably  hold  their  own  until  ni|;;ht.  ht 
march^rd  tltc  brigade  oft  to  another  quarter 
the  Beld. 

After  that  Colonel  Harrison  was  christened  by 
his  soldiers  "  Lilllfj  Ben/' the  sobriquet!  by  which 
they  still  know  him.  The  writer  ha$  bofore  him 
a  little  volume  entitled,  Our  Rcgint^Ni:  A  HtS' 
hry  of  tkt  \o2d lUimds  Infoniry  V^unkers.

While  Ke»aca  was  the 
Colonel's  first  real  bsittle,  it  was  simply  an  intro- 
duction to  a  5cries  of  others  swift  in  coming,  and 
each  seemingly  hotter  than  the  one  preceding. 
In  one  month  he  was  engaged  in  more  battles 
than  bis  grandfather  William  Henry  Harrison 
fought  in  his  whole  life— more  than  Andrcrw 
Jaclc^n  fought  in  his  life.  For  want  of  space  ibe 
engagements  in  whieb  he  participated  cannot  all 
be  given.  A  few  must  suffice  to  illustrate  the 
many.

The  25th  of  May  found  Buttcrtield's  division 
on  the  march,  and  in  a  hurrj',  for  llicrc  was  warm

Thi 
Brigade,  taking  position,  was  at  once  cng^f 
which  it  was  give  and  take  in  close  range 
the   rrm»indt*r  of   th*^  clay,     Tlie   sun    wrni 
upon  the  6ght:  darkness  came,  and  stil 
was  no  cessation  of  the  musketry  and  the 
tear  of  the  great  guns.     And  to  all  the  mdescril> 
aUe  horrtirs  of  the  comhac  there  wa^  now  added 
i  ooid,  searching  and  continuous  rain  which  bad 
Ae  crfecc  to  compel  a  cessation  of  the  struggle. 
Rut  Aft,  when  the  firing  ceased,  the  result  of  the 
Higagem'^t  was  undetermined,  the  isi  Brigade 
vat  brought  up  shivering,  cold  and  wet,  with  no^ 
dry  place  on  which  to  HJng  themselves,     Colone]^| 
KuTison,   sharing   all    the   discomforts  with  his 
men,  set  to  work  with  them  constructing  a  breast- 
work, and,  that  completed,  waited   tor  what  th< 
dawn  mi^lit  bring  h!ni. 

In  the  mist  of  the  morning  the  battle  began 
anew.     The  night  had  been  but  a  respite.    Then, 
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immediately,  Colonel  HarriNon  djscox'ci 
llirougli  lliL'  failure;  of  tlie  jiiiiJc  liis  whole 
inAnd  wa^  out  in  an  open  ftcld  to  the  right  of 
Sand  Town  road,  which  should  have  marked 
right  of  hiii  [>ositkin.  Almost  the  first  can 
shot  apprised  him  of  tht!  mistake,  And  tiiai  it 
of  a  serious  aature.  Tht;  guns  were  turned  u 
him;  and,  to  use  the  language  of  anotlier 
scribing  the  6ght.  shells,  grape-shot,  canister,  n 
road  spikes,  and  cverj-  deadly  missile  rain* 
about  his  regiment.

wounded  he  had  taken  to  a  little  fr^me  hot 
standing  si  short  distance  in  the  rear,  and  he  & 
for  Ills  surgeons.  Unfortunately  they  had  5cj 
rated  from  the  command  in  the  darkness,  Ai 
tous,  solicitous  and  sympathetic,  in  tlieir  absci 
the  Colonel  turned  surgeon  himself.  Taking  i 
liis  t-oai  and  rolling  his  sleeves  to  his  elbows, 
set  to  staunching  the  wounds.  He  says,  speakijj 
of  the  drcutnstance:  '^I  do  not  know  wheth 
did  any  service;  I  tried  to."     He  caused 
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torn  up  for  bandages,  and  worked  tn- 
[lubly    several    hours    before    ihc    siirgeons 
ircd.     When  they  cait^e  into  the  improvised 
ivti,  they  found  him  covered  with  the  blood 
rvUch  he  had  striven  to  stop.

It  has  been  said  ihjii  lite  defeat  was  followed  by 
loss  ol  prestige  with  his  party.  Far  from  tbaC* 
two  years  later  he  was  called  upon  to  preside  ov cTj 
the  State  Convention,  and  in  1880  we  find  him  in 
tlic  National  Convention  at  Chicago^  chaintun  of 
the  delegation  from  Indiana.

strike  of  187?  in  Indianapolis,  a  brief  nariaiiV* 
fit  that  affeir  may  be  considered  of  pertinency. 

ITic  movemrnl  to  which  we  refer  began  m  — 
East    It  had  its  origin  in  the  belief  of  railroad  ^ 
emp1o>'^  that  they  wjere  not  receiving  a  suf^ient 
compensation  for  their  labor,  and  to  right  their 
wrongs  generally  thej'  concdvcd  the  idea  of  tak- 
ing possession  of  the  property  of  the  companies, 
and  holding  it  until   the  companies  acceded   to 
their  dfrmands.     There  is  little  doubt  that  ihdr 
complaints  wen;  in  many  instances  founded  in 
righL    In  that  day  the  diversion  of  the  earnings 
of  roads  to  objects  other  than  the  support  of  the 
lines,  and  keeping  them  in  grxKl  <;tate,  was  more 
common  than  at  present     Under  that  policy  the 
employ^  In  a  subordinate  capadt)',  the  laborer  as 
distinguished  from  tlie  ofRcial^dtd  unqucsttonaMy 
Mjflirn  somclimr-s  from  in^uilicieiic-y  of  pay,  some* 
times  from  absolute  denial  of  wages  actually  due,   .i 
The  truth  of  the  statement  is  confirmed  by  l(^slj^| 
tioQ  since  had  lookini:  to  tlie  enforcement  of  liens" 
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kt  labor,  and  the  ready  recognition  of  such  liens 
in  the  courts. 

Spreading  rapidly  from  the  Kast  the  "strike/'

'<?d.  The  feeling  was  intensified  byihe  arbitrary 
f  page  and  detention  of  freight  trains,  and  the 
^*^iiM;qucnt  suspension  of  commerce.  The  ortly 
''^^ium  left  for  cominunitiKlon  with  the  world 
^^tside  was  the  telegraph,  and  that  tokl  of  mobs 
'^  the  streets  of  Chicago  and  Louii^ville  and  else- 
*^  ticfc.  How  long  was  the  condition  of  siege  to 
*^»i?  Nobody  could  answer  There  was  a 
*^  »^iv€rsal  crj'  that  something  sliould  be  done,  and 
^^ic  immcdialcly- 

The  cry,  it  is  to  be  remarked,  was  not  against 
^he  body  of  tlie  strikers,  mofrt  of  whom  were 
known  as  residents  of  the  city,  interested  in  its 
Safety — orderly  men.  ht^ads  of  families — but 
;igainsi  the  lawless  element  who  saw  nameless 
Opportunities  m  the  disturbance.  The  very 
presence  of  this  latter  das^s  was  a  menace  to  Itfe 
snd  property. 

Hon.  Jolin  Caven   was  mayor   of  the  city,  a 


careful  prudent  man,  not  ea^y  alarmed- 
the  24tli  he  issued  a  proclamation  for  a  mcetir^  f 
of  citi/cns  to  consult  a?;  to  m<ra&ures  for  puhL 
fial4*t>\     Hie  object,  it  was  expressly  stated  in  tt^»f 
cap,  was  to,  adopt  "measures  for  the  proteeiicz»i 
of  life  and  property/*     Further,  in  his  address 
tlte  m.iss  mrrtting  th;il  r<*';pon<l<n),  \\^.  saki  he 
no  fears   from   ihe  strikers  proper:  but  "tf.c- 
was  a  vkiouit  element  of  population  that  vr 
ready  to  do  ary  act  of  violence  for  the  purp<^ 
of  pliindf^r.  and  tlic^rr  was  danger  that  such  mig^ 
lake  ativantage  of  ilie:  strike  to  carry  out 
schemes."     He    concluded    b>'    suggei;ting    t  ■» 
appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Safety,  and  thm- 
comp-mics  be    formed  for  military  dut)',  if 
cxigenc)'  should  require  such  a  resort. 

The  meeting  was  irrespective  of  parties*  a 
when  a  committee  of  twcntj'-fivc  was  chosen  it\ 
was  composed  of   Democrats  and  Rcptrblicans. 
tliere  was  in  fact  no  thought  of  politics  hi  the 
affair.     And    tlial    the    object    in    the    mili'^T 
organization  was  not  the  levying  of  arms  ag^l 
the  strikers,  with  intent  to  marf:h  upon  thi^m 
shoot  th**m  down,  is  well  proven  by  a  motion 
Hon.  Franklin  Landers,  a  distinguished

General  Harrison  dedined  the  comrnission  wii 
due  acknowledgments,  and  upon  the  ground  il 
he  was  then  captain  of  a  military  company  a\ 
J2ed,  under  cal!  of  die  Committee  of  Safety,  forihi 
protection  of  life  and  propcrt)'.     He  also  recom- 
mended tlic  appointment  of  General  Daniel  Ma- 
cauley  lo  command  the  militia.     The  Govern* 
acted  upon  the  suggestion,  and  issued  a  com- 
mission as  follows :

The  motive  of  the  declination  by  General  Har-, 
rison  was  past  doubt  that,  while  his  tonnectioj 
with  the  military  sufficiently  identified  him  will 
the  law  and  order  party,  lie  did  not  want  to  an 
tagonizc  thc'good  men  amongst  the  Glrikers  to 
degree  putting  out  of  his  power  to  assist  all  he 
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could  in  a  peaceable  settlement  of  the  troul^c 
With  this  latter  object  he  continued  a  member 
the  oommutec  appointcct  as  h^s  bren  seen,  to 
fcr  with  the  coinmiliee  of  ihe  stnWt^rit. 
General  Macauley  called  out  several  militia 
companies,  and  the  drilling  went  on  induatrioualy, 
a  Hupport  hmi,  in  4:as«  of  nred,  a  compAny  of 
Jnited  States  regulars  marched  into  (he  city,  in 
mptiance  with  a  request  from  Governor  VVil- 
While  these  serious  preparations  were 
in  progress  conferences  with  ihe  strikers  were 
unremitted.  In  one  of  them,  on  tht*  Jyth  of 
uly,  a  report  was  presented  offerin};  a  basis  of 
rrangcmenL  Alter  insisting  that  al)  unlawful 
eaiL'i  for  redres*!  must  Itr,  first  alMnilonetE,  the 
conference  committee  of  citizens  pledged  them- 
ves  to  exert  their  whole  power  and  influence 
obtain  satisfaction  for  the  strikers,  and  cspc- 
ri^lly  the  increase  of  wages  sought,  TKis  offer 
i^as  accepted,  and  tlie  Union  depot  f^iven  up. 
Traffic  was  resumed, 
»^  On  the  J9th  of  July  the  Committee  of  Safety 
^^hubliHhed  an  address  stating  that  order  was  r^ 
^^ptofcd,  and  congratulating  the  public  that  it  had 
^^n)een  dene  without  bloodshed.  The  committer 
V  declared  also  that  the  "strikers"  were  not  the 
dangerous  element  which  they  feared.  They 
thereupon  dissolved  their  organization. 

That  the  committee  was  constituted  of  good 
tnen.  irres|>cctivc  of  party — of    Democrat   and 
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Republicans — of  men  who  wanted  order  afid 
abliorrrd  hlo^yishfd,  the  signaiwrcB  of  the  addre?;s 
amply  esiaWished  Here  they  are:  T.  A,  Mor- 
riI^  Benjamm  Harrison.  John  Love^  jo«cph  E- 
McDonald,  Walter  Q.  Gresham.  Conrad  Baker, 
ard  A.  \\\  llrndricks. 

These  gi^nilcmen  were  at)  ffqually  energetic  in 
brinf^ng  the  peaceable  solutvon  abouL  White 
General  Harrison  did  not  shirk  duly  in  conacc* 
tTon  ivitti  the  military.  It  rantiot  be  said  that  he 
at  any  time  coiinsellcd  violence  or  wa«  the  enemy 
of  the  strikers.  On  the  contrar)*.  ht  was  tireless 
in  efforts  to  secure  peace  without  ^hring  whilr 
the  ?itrike  was  on,  and  redress  for  the  strikers 
whc'n  all  was  over.  As  h^s  been  said,  he  was  at 
the  5«ime  time  a  firm  sujjportcr  of  the  govern- 
ment at)d  a  tnic  and  effKient  friend  of  the  men 
en^age*fl  in  the  movement,  ^M 

His  fn#?lin^  towards  the  railroaders  may  be™ 
fairly  infcrn  d  from  a  circum^itana;  shortly  sue- ^

It  happf'n^d  that  some  of  the  railways  involved 
were  at  the  time  in  charge  of  the  Untied  States 
Court  through  receivers.  Judge  Drummond  had  ^ 
a  num]v_-r  of  the  men.  supposed  to  be  leaders,  H 
biought  b^-fore  hirn  for  contempt.  General  Har- 
rison appeared  for  them  voluntarily.  He  ari^cd 
that  chey  were  all  good  men;  that  their  claims 
were  frttiinled  m  justice;  tliat  they  erred  simply 
in  the  course  ukcn  to  recover  their  dues.     He 
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thAt  Uic>'  b«  not  piinishfrd.  The  Judg« 
iei«^td  his  pica  favorably,  aoH  (flschargr^d  tVicm 
from  arr'^t  Th«y  went  to  the  G<*"crail  ih(;n, 
atid  thanked  him  for  the  part  he  had  taken  in 
their  behalt 

During  ihr  session  ofllje  Commiilee  of  Safety 
there  were  hotheaded  people  who  wanted  the 
militia  sent  against  the  strikers  This  General 
Harnson  opposed  vehemently.  He  urged  that 
a  pracc^blc  settltrint^nt  was  po&siblr.  and  ficclared. 
"1  don't  propose  to  j;o  out  and  niiotyx  <l<»wn  my 
ncij^bors  when  there  is  no  necessity  for  IL'^

Many  p<:oplt-  had  <^ihered  at  the  house,  crowding 
the  yard  and  the  aidcwaik.  while  the  parlors  were 
fillril  wiih  ladies,  ntfvr-ipHiprfr  jnc'n,  aiic!  a  few  j:it!* 
mate  friends.  In  horror  of  the  day,  the  house  wns 
profusely  decoratE^d,  and  the  display  0I  the  Na- 
tional colors  on  ihc  housc^i  of  the  neighbors  was 
lavish  cnoiigtt  to  indicate  ihat  thi^re  was  more  than 
ordinary  occasion  for  it.  The  member-s  of  die 
CO  n-ntttce  were  escorted  into  the  rf-ar  parlor  of 
the  house,  while  the  iadics  occupied  the  front 
parlor.

and   (3)  to  initiaie  reciprocity  treaties  similar  to 
those  already  arranged  ivitli  Mexico  and  SpanuH 
with  such  of  the  Amcncan  Republics  as  desired^ 
to  enter  into  negotiations  for  ilial  purpofse.

I890,  from  Secretary  Blaine  to  the  President,  in

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The  Treasury  D'-partmcnt  wa^  conducted  dur- 
in^£  Mr  DarrisoiV:^  adminUtratian  wiih  lingular 
ability.  Mr.  Wimloiu,  his  first  Secretary  of  the 
IV  :a^uiry,  ha^i  already  won  an  excellent  reputation 
m  that  office  during  the  brit:f  adminisliatiofi  of 
J'renkient  (jarfieUi.  and  ht  resumed  hi^  work  with 
tlie  inteili^t'Tice  and  ener^^*  that  had  foniwriy 
cturncteritc^d  him.

In  the  War  Dt?[iartmcrn'w  rraoy  topics  cngagrd 
the  active  attention  of  the  Fres^denc.  Conspicuous 
among  these  was  the  development  of  a  proper 
system  of  sea  coast  and  harbor  fortifications, 
Arrangcttnc-iits  were  also  inailTr  fnr  llir  i:i;iiiufac- 
ture  at  American  arsenals  of  the  most  improved 
nuxlern  artillery.  Many  reforms  were  effected  m 
the  discipline  and  management  of  army  aflairi^* 
and  many  imprnvtfments  wcfre  made  in  the  st.^tus 
of  the  Indians.  Ilie  pension  office  was  reorg;an- 
bed  and  arrears  of  work  so  brought  up  as  grciitly 
to  do  away  with  the  annoying  delay  that  had 
hitherto  prtrvailrd  in  the  settlement  nf  claims. 

The  manifold  activities  of  the  great  Department 
of  the  Interior  were  conducted  with  signal  ability. 
Their  most  important  features  are  set  fortli  in  the 
following  pages,  contributed  by  the  Hon,  John  \V- 
Noble,  Secretary  of  the  Interior:

by  the  proclamation  arrived,  these  ji^reatmuUItudes 
rapidly  advanced;  some  by  railroads,  some  by 
private  conveyances,  some  on  horseback,  and 
many  on  foot,  and  seUed  and  occupied  their  home- 
steads literally  upon  the  run.  Alchoug'h,  of  course. 
the  rush  was  very  great  and  the  dcstre  of  each 
person  was  to  strmre  the  be^t  claim  possible,  it  is 
a  most  honorable  and  memorable  fact  that  the 
opening  of  so  Urge  an  amount  of  land  was  attended 
with  the  loss  of  but  very  few  lives,  and  these  two 
or  tiiree  occurred  from  personal  combats.  It  m^y 
be  said  without  the  lea<;t  exag<<eration  that  be- 
twccn  the  hour  of  noon  and  the  setting  of  the  sun 
there  were  eslablislied  in  this  domain,  towns  and 
cities  each  of  several  thousand  inhabitant,  and 
that  a  gri^t  part  of  the  whole  tenitory  was 
daimed  and  settled  upon.  The  seed  of  these 
hours  of  planting  has  already  developc^d  there  into 
wcaJerful  results  of  Christian  American  civiliza- 
tx>a 

Since  the  date  named,  remarkable  results  have 
appeared  in  this  rapidly  settled  district,  which,  in 

189a  was  made  a  Territory  of  the  United  States. 
Its  population  is  estimated  by  the  governor  to  have 
incneased  to  80,000.  It  contains  several  prosperous 
cities  and  towns,  agriculture  is  being  rapidly  de-

The  process  of  rcdijcirg  the  dimensions  of  the 
Indian  reservations,  abttvtf  <lescnbed,  ha«  a  ptir- 
pof^  still  more  imponart  than  that  of  providing 
lands  for  new  settlers.     IC^  Kadin^;  otfject  lies  in 
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a  desire  to  solve  thit  ^'Induin 
bag  long  been  one  of  the  most  difficult  qiie«tionft 
with  which  ourGov^nimt:nc  )\»-  had  to  deal.  The 
toul  number  of  Indiana  in  the  United  Sutcifc.  ex- 
clusive of  Alaska,  according  to  the  recent  census, 
is  349,27^^  These  Indians  have  heretofore  tw^en 
dcalc  with  as  aliens,  or  ward^  of  the  Govcmmcat. 
— roused  occasionally  to  hostile  acts  by  unjust 
treatment  of  the  whites  or.  their  own  innate  sav'  fl 
agerj'.  and  repressed  by  the  bullet  and  the  sword.  ^ 
The  indications  arc  so  strong  that  this  would  con- 
tinue to  be  the  erase  under  the  system  of  tribal  rv^^er* 
vabons,  that  a  strenuous  effort  has  been  made  by 
die  present  adminbtration  to  induce  them  to  ac- 
cept lands  in  sevcralt)',  cither  into  individual  labor 
for  their  own  sustenance,  become  American  dti* 
sens,  and  cease  their  state  of  tribal  pauperism  and 
idleness.  This  useful  effort  has  been  attended 
with  highly  encouraging^  success,  being  aiiled  by 
the  increasing  education  of  Indian  children,  and  of 
the  adults  in  the  pracdcc  of  farming,  and  prom- 
ises in  the  near  future  to  setdc  the  long  existing 
ditTicuUy^  and  make  Gelf-supfjorting  American  cid- 
Kcns  of  our  Indian  population. 

The  only  recent  approach  to  an  Indian  out- 
break !(|xang  from  the  "Ghost  Dance"  excite- 
ment of  1890.  The  Sioux  disturbance  ari^inj^ 
from  this  was  quieted  in  a  manner  which  indicates 
that  the  era  of  Indian  wars  is  at  an  end.  Some 
bloodshed  occuTTcd,  through  a  savage  assault  of

practically  be   brough:  up  abreast  with  current'' 
work  by  the  end  of  the  next  fiscal  year/'  and 
gave  in  his  report  the  (acX^  and  figurrus,  setting 
forth  the  excellent  work  done  the  past  years,  on 
which  his  judgment  is  based.    The  number  of 
agricultural    patents,  which   includes    those  for

These    results    reach    beneficently    our    fellow* 
citizens  in  their  home«  far  avi'ay  from  the  cafMtal, 
and  by  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  pioneer  the 
title  pa[ier  lo  hi.s  homestead  prove  tliat  hts  guv*^ 
ernmcnt  is  nundful  of  its  profnises  and  capabli 
of  living  up  to  its  professions.    To-day  (June, 
i8q2.)    this  immense  mass  of  delinquency  has 
been  ilKpo^ed  itf,  and  lh«^  land  *>ffu:e  i*  up  to  tlatc^j 
and  the  business  is  current.

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It  appears  bj"  a  tablf*  pubUsIitfti  in  the  Secre- 
tary's report  (en  1S90  Uiat.  not  including;  Alaska 
or  the  Cherokee  Outlet  or  other  Indian  lands,  and 
certam  other  .small  rxceptmns.  thr  vacant  !an<U  of 
the  United  Stales  amounted  lo586,^i6,8r6acre«. 
The  amount  remaining  on  June  jo,  iSgi,  with 
same  exception*,  \v'3s  579.664.683  acrc3»  of  which 
294,027,773  are  yet  inisiiiveyeti 

It  is  estimated  that  at  least  300,000,000  acre% 
of  these  vacant  lands  arc  useless  for  agriculture, 
bat  that  1 20.00a 000  that  arc  now  desert  may  be  rc- 
dccmej  by  irrigation,  so  as  to  prodtice  the  crreala, 
fruits  and  ^rdcn  products  possible  in  the  climate 
where  the  lands  arc  located.  Congjcss.  so  far. 
has  acted  in  a  manner  to  give  private  corporations 
and  asfiociaiions  the  conirol  of  th?^  water  supply 
of  die  vast  rcclaimablc  domam.  It  is  a  serious 
qttcstfon  whether  this  is  the  wisest  course  of  pro- 
cedure. Thf:  Slafsand  Terriloriesarc  imjjrovetl, 
under  the  statutes*  to  cxerci?;e  some  control  over 
those  companies,  but  the  L'niced  States  Govern- 
ment, from  whom  these  vastly  important  and  br- 
reacbtfjg  privtlrges  f(nan;itr,  Nhouli!  not  r^lf-ase 
alto{;echer  its  hohl  upon  the  water  supply  antJ  its 
ultimate  distribution.  No  one  can  now  compute 
ihc  money  value  that  will  concentrate  tn  ihctt* 
reservoirs  and  can-iU  and  difclies,  conveying  the 
water  to  the  fields  d  the  husbandmen,  and  upon 
which  the  people  must  depend  for  their  prosperity, 
llbc  cfiicicncy  of  local  legislation  may  be  impaired 
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b>'  private  interests,  and  a  few  may  be  enrich' 
at  the  expense  of  the  many.    And  it  13  also  to 
remembered  that  the  rivers  and  streams  njonu^ 
through  these  dcs*:rt  lands,  pass  from  States

CtOLOGlCAL  SURVEV. 
Ji-^^^c  highly  important  Gt^ological  Survey,  which 
c|^^      "^cars  past  has  been  so  actively  employed  in 
fx^^  ^^ doping  the  mineral  resources  of  our  country, 
ty^^^  ^'ondnncd  ils  good  work  with  more  c0icicncy 
^^^C^^n    ever   during    the    present    admimstrauon. 
Xiring  the  twelve  years  since  its  institution,  the 
incral   products   of    the    country   have   nearly 
^^^ubled  in  value  and  more  tlian  doubled  in  quan- 
^t>'.     It  has  grcady  reduced  the  cost  of  mining 
I  ^^pcrations,  by  clearly  indicating  where  minerals 
I    ^re  likt'ly  to  be  found,  and  where  search  is  likely 
I     tiy  be  fruitless.   In  this  way  the  cost  of  production 
I      has  been  diminished  and  prices  have  been  proper 
I      lionately  rcdiii^.   The  mean  price  of  the  mineral 
I      products  of  the  Vnited  States  has  been  reduced 
I      more  than  one-third  during  the  past  twelve  years* 
I      During  the  past  year  alone,  chis  reduction  in  price  J 
I      has  ro?iuI;ed  in  a  saving  to  the  consgmcr^  of  minJ 
'       erat  prodiicts  in  the  countr)'  a  sum  amounting  Eci 
iuVy  5-00,000^000.  m 
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In  addition  to  the  direct  irork  upon  ntineml 
resources,  the  Bureau  has  extended  topographic 
surveys  over  and  constructed  m:ip«  or  an  area  of 
405.790  square  miles  in  tlunynine  States  and 
Territories,  tliitfi  covering  nearly  one-sixlh  of  thf 
area  of  the  United  States.  The  isaueof  ;iccurate 
maps  representing  the  precise  configuration  of 
the  land  surface  has  greatly  reduced  the  cost  of 
cojisiruction  of  public  atid  private  work*  (city 
waterworks,  works  for  the  de\<elopment  of  water- 
power,  nilvrays,  wagon  roads,  etc,)  and  thereby 
atliled  greatly  to  llie  material  pri>sperily  of  the 
country.  Moreover,  the  soiU  of  considerable 
areas  have  been  exaoiined  and  cLassified,  forests 
have  been  studied,  quarry  rocks,  hrick  clays,  and 
oiher  building  maimaU  have  been  investigated, 
and  the  resulu  of  the  \vork  have  been  made 
public.  By  these  means  the  Bureau  has  aided  in 
developing  and  at  dte  same  time  econoniinng  the 
resources  of  the  country,  thereby  incfeasinjj  our 
wealth  and  power  to  an  extent  which,  while  it  can- 
not be  measured,  13  unquestionably  important. 

The  Geological  Sur\-ey  has  also  been  engaged, 
under  direction  from  Congress,  in  investigating 
the  extent  to  which  the  desert  regions  of  the 
United  States  can  be  rc-decmcd  by  irrigation,  and 
where  and  how  reservoirs  and  other  hydraulic 
works  for  this  purpose  should  be  constructed, 
with  the  benefit  likely  to  arise  therefrom.  This 
action  has  reicrcncc  U)  ^*  ^ovfid*.^  W\ldin^  of 
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such  reservoirs  by  the  National  Government  to 
be  followed  by  a  public  control  of  the  water 
supply  which  now  ihn;;Ut.:n)i  10  f^ll  into  the  hand?; 
of  covetous  individuals,  with  possible  injury  to 
and  oppression  of  the  fanning:  population  of  the 
r<?giua<  invulvr*!. 

Active  steps  have  also  been  taken  to  preserx'e 
the  forests  of  the  countni%  which  have  been,  within 
recent  years,  so  rapidly  ii'i-plcied.  in  part  by  indis- 
criminate cutting  ;m*J  much  more  greiilly  by  fire« 
that  miffht  have  been  a^^oided.  Thes<;  forests  are 
important  not  alone  for  tlieir  itnmcnse  money 
value.  b*Jt  for  iht-ir  invaluable  regulatiny  in(lti«'iicr 
upon  ihc  water  flow  of  the  country.  Though  the 
injury  that  was  bcinj;  done  was  clearly  perceived, 
it  has  not  been  until  recently  that  any  steps  were 
taken  to  prevent  it.  The  Department  of  tlic 
Interior  ha^^  worked  ecirnetitly  in  this  direction 
during  the  present  administration,  but  agcunst

THE    NATIOSAI,   FARKS. 

An  action  of  signal  utihty  and  interest  during 
the  present  adminifitration,  ban  l^een  the  setting 
of  several  tracts  which  embrace  ^tcjii 
laiural  phenomena,  as  public  pleasure  ^ounda. 
id  thu3  preserving  them  from  fatal  activity  of 
speculation.  The  first  of  ihc&o— set  aside  by  act 
of    Congress    of    September    a^,     1890^13   the 
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"Sequoii^  Nation;!!  i'aHc,"  a  trace  including  tlie 
most  importiinl  group  of  the  "Big  Trees"  of 
California,  c)iost  vcgciable  gianu  which  rank 
among  the  acknowledged  "wonders  of  the  world." 
This  aciion  was  taken  none  loo  soon.  Many  of 
these  trees  have  already  been  felled,  to  serve 
private  greed,  and  ihey  were  all  in  serious  danger. 
Their  destruction  has  been  useless,  v.^stcful  and 
lamentable  At  the  mills,  millions  and  raiUions  of 
feet  of  lumber  are  decaying  upon  the  ground. 
Trees  30  and  40  feet  in  diameter  have  been  cut 
for  curiosity's  sake  alone.  Had  they  been  left 
much  longer  unguarded^  America  might  have  lost 
one  of  its  greatest  natural  attractions. 

In  addition  to  tlie  park  named,  another  gri 
of  these  trees  was  set  aside  on  October  i,  iSi 
as  a  park,  to  which  has  been  given  the  appropriate 
title  of  the  "Genera!  Grant  Nationa!  Parit,"  This 
name  wasadopted  because  the  largest  tree  there, 
and  perhaps  the  largest  of  all  the  "Big Trees," 
had  been  given  the  name  of  our  grrat  gt^neral. 

On  the  same  date,  anoUter  national  park  was 
formed,  contninino;  that  remarkable  locahty  of 
grand  anti  ^triking  scener)",  the  Vosemite  Valley. 
This,  wliich  h:ts  been  named  the  "  Yosemite 
National  farfc/'  embrace*  a  tract  of  over  a 
million  acres,  including  the  valley  and  its  immedi- 
ate surroundings. 

The  trees,  waierialls,  and  other  natural  beauties 
of  these  rcmarkabV^  \ia.e^o(  land,  will  hereafter 
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l^arded  widi  the  most  Emulous  care,  tres- 

scrs  cxpdicd.  and  all  who  seek  to  injure  tbcm 

lishcd  in  ordtr  that  in  ihr  case  of  these,  as  in 

t  of  the  remarkable  Yellowstone  Valley.  thcse> 

arvels  of  nature  may  be  preserved  intact  for  the

Forty  per  cent  of 
the  incrcasea  were  for  the  belter  protccrion  of 
farm  products.  Twenty-eight  o(  the  increases 
wcfc  upon  cltain{>agne,  wine  and  spirits,  five  on 
tobacco,  one  on  opium,  three  on  ftilk. 

Duties  were  increiised  upon  liquors,  cham- 
pagne; tobacca  silk,  embroideries,  laces,  fine  j 
hosiery,  broadcloth,  fine  linens,  opium  for  sniok!nj,r^  H 
fine  cut  glass,  French  and  German  china,  fire^ 
anns,  playing  cards,  pearl  buttons,  jewelry,  pianos, 
seal  fur  and  tin  plate.  One  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  duties  untier  the  new  law  arc  the  same  as 
under  the  Mills  bill, 

"The  reductions  were  on  sugar,  molasses. 
Icatlier.  hoots  2nd  shoes,  lumber,  rice,  surch. 
trace  cluiins.  hammers,  spikes^  tacks  and  nails, 
wire,  screws,  nuts  and  washers,  files,  rasps,  ropes, 
^binder's  twine,  log  chains,  iron  piping,  stove  plates, 
irse^tlioes.  selling  needles,  copper  :ind  products 
of,  lead  and  products  of,  nickel  and  products  oC 
structural  iron,  bu  \ion,  boo^  iron,  sheet  iron. 
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Steel  rails,  wire  rope  and  wire  netting,  books  for 
the  blind,  varnuihcft.  turpentine,  camphor,  chloro- 
form, gtyccrinc,  nicdlcinai  prr.-parations.  ' 

"This  plain  statement  of  facts  taken  from  the 
new  law,  should  h<i  and  is  a  conclusive  refutation 
of  the  statements  of  free  traders,  and  ought 
to  Kt  right  tliuse  who  havr?  blindly  accepted 
the  misrepresentation  of  our  adversaries-  There 
arc  no  prohtbitivc  duties  in  the  law,  Ycs»  there 
arc.  Wc  prohibit  the  importation  of  o 
literature. 

"We  proWbit  the  imporu^on  of  fordgn  goods 
bearing  an  American  name  or  tradc^mark.  and 
insist  tliat  the  foreign  good*  shall  be  marketed  i 
upon  their  own  merits  under  their  own  trade-mark.  . 
We  prohibit  the  United  States  from  importing  j 
anything  which  is  dutiable,  except  upnri  payment 
of  duties.  Heretofore  the  United  Slates  could  . 
buy  its  supplies  abroad  free  of  duty,  and  did  it  | 
altogether  too  frequently.  They  must  hereafter 
obzy  the  law  whirh  iht-y  retpiirr  lh«rir  citizens  to 
obscr\"e.  We  prohibit  the  importation  of  goods, 
or  products  produced  by  the  convict  Libor  of  other 
lands.  We  protect  our  free  labor  at  home  against 
the  convict  Iab<.ir  at  home.  But  nex-er  before 
against  the  convict  labor  abroad.  This  new  law 
fttops  the  products  of  European  convicts  from 
competitiot)  with  our  free  American  labor  and 
will  not  admit  such  producu  to  land  on  our 
shores.

Aa  a  rule,  IVrsidrnl?*  who  have  served  through 
dicir  term^,  have  gone  out  of  the  While  House 
in  as  good  health,  or  better,  apparently,  than 
when  they  first  took  up  the  labors  and  rcspons* 
biUl>es  of  die  onTue,  Among  PresifVniJs  in  tire 
bst  quarter  of  a  century,  President  Harnson  is 
ihc  best  example  to  prove  that  being  President 
agrees  with  a  inan.  When  Mr.  Harrison  first 
came  to  the  White  House,  his  face  v/as  sallow  and 
deep-lined,  his  e>'cs  were  dull  and  listless,  and  his 
whole  appearance  was  careworn  in  the  extreme, 
showing  but  too  i^latnly  the  efTect  of  tile  &t]gues 
and  anxieties  of  tlie  campaign.  Now,  however, 
the  lines  arc  smoothed  out  of  his  face,  his  com- 
plr^ion  is  cirar  and  frcsK  his  cjcs  arc  bright  and 
expressive,  and  from  head  to  foot  he  gives  the  im- 
pression of  a  man  in  vigorous  health  of  body  and 
mind.  In  short,  it  is  not  wide  of  the  mark  to  say 
that  the  Presideikt  look  ten  years  yutinger  than  he 
did  three  years  ago.

"'Jerry'  has  seen  Presidents  come  and  IVcsk 
dents  go  for  twenty  odd  years,  Wiih  \us  op| 
tunities  for  close  observ-atlon.  he  may  be  regards 
as  fair  authority  on  the  health  of  Presidents, 
also  that  PrcMdcnts  arc  hard-workiag  men. 
need  hardly  be  said,  therefore,  that  ihc 
improvexnent  in  President  Harrison  is  not  wrouj 
out  of  a  life  of  case.  On  the  contrary, 
President  is  a  hard,  steady,  conscientious  ai 
untiring  worker.  But  he  thrives  on  his  own  cvi 
manner  of  life  and  cool  fnctionlcss  metbods 
work.  No  President  with  the  exception  of  Gei 
eml  Grant,  has  taken  so  much  outdoor  exerd* 
But  whereas  General  Grant,  though  a 
walker,  was  very  fond  of  driving,  and  cnjoyt 
long  drives  over  countr)"  roads.  President  H 
nson  gets  his  air  and  exercise  in  long  walks. 
oeca:9onal  drive  is  a  pleasure,  but  his  long  dailj 
walks  are  the  tonic  on  which  the  President  brai 
iiiins4-lt  and  these  are  abMitutely  necessary 
keep  him  well.  The  weather  must  need^ 
stormy  indeed  when  he  fails  in  his  cvcrj^day  wall 
If  prevented  in  one  way  or  another  from  going 
out  before  dinner,  he  does  not  give  it  up,  but 
steals  quietly  out  as  late  as  ten  o'clock  in  the 
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c\rning>  and  vtaXU^  alone  for  a  half  hour  or  mor<>. 
h  may  he  a  hnnk  pace  out  to  the  houmlary,  or  i| 
may   be    rej»eate<J    turns    in    ihe   Whitr    Hqu!

"Resident  Harrison's  methods  of  work  are  cool, 
systematic  and  constant.  He  is  a  sensitive  man, 
buE  he  is  not  a  man  of  nervous  temperament.  He 
wastes  neither  time  nor  enei^'  in  fretdng,  is  never 
fussy,  and  never  in  a  hurry  to  finish  up  things  at 
last  moment  He  has  not  lost  a  day  by 
less  since  he  entered  the  White  House,  and  his 
'ork  has  never  been  delayed  twenty-four  hours. 
le  is  too  methodical  to  put  otT  or  leave  work 
illnished.  The  President  begins  his  day's  work 
\t  nine  o'clock,  with  his  private  secretary  di»^posing 
correspondence,  and  there  h  little  to  which  he 
not  give  his  persona  Inattention.  He  goes 
right  throtigfi  with  it  like  a  nun  who  has  work  that 
must  be  done,  and  there  is  nothing^  more  to  be 
said  about  it.  In  much  the  same  way  the  Prcsi- 
deul  goes  right  through  with  the  husineiis  of  see- 
ing Senators  and  Representatives  every  morning. 
He  has  no  'small  talks.'  and  no  words  not  to  the 
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point  but  briefly  'says  his  say'  and  docsooC 
peat  bimstrlf, 

"  At  no  time  during  his  offioe-houre  does  he  lose 
his  train  of  thought  on  the  day's  work.  H 
carries  it  v-ith  him,  ami  nu  interruptions  by  visito 
brt;ak  th<;  line.

Hr  h^ 
the  trained  mJnd  ofa  lawyer,  and  his;  reniarkabi 
adaptability  and  great  capacii)-  for  work  m*ikc 
him  the  'all  around  man '  of  the  administraiio 
He  is  as  well  informed  on  the  Departrnvrnts  as  hi 
Cabinet  officers,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  detail 
is  often  a  matter  of  astonishment  to  them.  In  the 
absefice  or  illness  of  a  Cabinet  oflker,  it  is  the 
President  who  swings  into  tlic  breach  and  direcu 
the  af&irs  of  that  Department.  After  the  sudden 
death  of  Secretary  Windom.  it  was  the  President 
who  was  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  the  monlhs 
following  until  the  vacancy  was  filled.  At  that 
time,  when  financial  questions  of  vital  interest 
were  before  the  country,  the  President,  cool  and 
quiet,  sat  for  hours  by  the  wires  over  which  hi 
instructions  flashf^d  to  New  York  in  tht!  wise  dir 
tion  of  af&irs.  After  the  new  Secretary.  Mr 
Foster,,  had  learned  something  as  he  suppose 
from  his  subordinates  in  the  Treasury  Oepa 
ment,  he  found  on  a  visit  to  the  White  House

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"  During  the  illness  which  compelled  ihc  absence 
if  the  Secieiary  oi  State,  the  Presidt^nl  again 
iroved  the  'all  around  man'  of  his  administra- 
tion, and  directed  affairs  of  diplomacy  as  ably  and 
^adi1y  as  he  had  directed  affairs  of  finance — and 
It  a  limt-  when  occasion  showed  him  to  Istf  a  ciiplo- 
mat  and  statesman  in  the  setdement  of  most 
Iclicate  intcrriatEonal  questions* 
"  Law  questions  in  the  Drpartmcni  nf  Justice, 
^Indian  questions,  as  well  as  many  others  of  grave 
^Bmportance.  find  the  President  as  well  equipped 
^Bd  take  them  in  hand  as  the  Cabinet  ofhccrs 
^wliose  immeiliate  pn^vincc  is  the  study  and  disposi- 

Kon  of  these  affairs. 
'*  President  Harrison  has  educated  himself  in 
epartment   work   largely  b)'  his  own  metliods. 
'    i^ike  his  predecessors,  he  has  ref^ular  Cabinet 
meetings  twice  a  week,  and  special  meetings  when 
^^ocasion  requires  them.  But  it  is  not  at  these  meet- 
^pngs  tltal  he  g«fts  hiH  'schooling'  m  departmental 
detdls.     He  has  individual    Cabinet  meetings, 
that  is,  the  meetings  of  him»elf  and  one  Cabinet 

tfjficer  in  turn,  on  stated  afternoons.   For  example, 
le   Secretary   of    the  Interior    meets   widi   die 
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Prcsidcflt  on  nnr  ^iflefnooo,  when  the  hii^nrs^  ol 
that  Department  alone  is  gone  over.   On  anoth«:j 
ftftemoon  it  is  the  Attorney-General  who  meci:

and  thcrciore?  is  able  at  any  motncnC  to  place  him* 
self  at  the  head  of  each." 


CHAPTER  IX, 

THE  TENTH    HEPUIlUCAN   NATIONAL  CONVEWTIOW. 

The  Dounslitng  city  of  Minneapolis,  the  me- 
tropolis of  Minnesota,  so  charmingly  situated  on 
the  Mississippi  river  at  the  Falls  of  St  Anthony, 
was  the  locality  selectctl  by  tht:  Republican  Na- 
tioiial  Coniiiiiiit^e  as  the  Sf?al  of  the  N(jiniiiating 
Convention  of  1892;  and  thither  for  days  previ- 
ous to  the  7th  of  Jtine — the  date  fixed  for  the 
opening— ^ el egcite«  made  thnr  way  from  all  quar- 
tere  of  the  United  States,  every  train  Intaring  iis 
quota  of  ardent  partisans,  e^ich  iture  of  the  suc- 
cess of  hts  especial  candidate,  and  prepared  to  do 
liin  full  share  of  the  work  netf^svary  ir>  secure  his 
nomination.  Ac  this  early  period  the  coming  con* 
test  seemed  drawn  sharply  between  two  candi- 
dates, Benjamin  Harrison,  the  existing  President 
and  James  G.  Blaine,  Secretary  of  Stale  in  his 
Cabinet  Other  names  were  mentioned,  but  these 
alone  had  any  strong  following. 

Properly  speaking,  Mr.  Blaine  was  not  a  candi- 
date. On  February,  8.  1S92,  he  had  written  a 
letter  to  General  Clarkson,  Chairman  of  the  Re- 
publican National  Committee,  which  contained 
these  significant  words  :  '*I  am  not  3  candidate 
for  the  Presidency",  and  my  name  will  not  go  be- 
fore the  Republican   National  Convention/'     Yet 
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despite  Oii7>  tinmist^kHble  tltscUrmer,  Mr.  Bbine^ 
was  known  to  be  so  f:;reat  ;i  favorite  with  the  fT^eadH 
bulk  of  the  Republican  party,  that  his  friends  were 
determined  to  force  his  nomiaation.  if  possible,  with 
th4*  convtaion  that  he  would  not  refuse  it  ifofTered^y 
10  him  by  the  majorit)-  of  the  Convention.  fl 

They  had  no  light  task  before  them.  Jht 
highly  Kuccc&sful  adminihu^uon  of  Presiilt-nt 
Harrison,  and  his  unquestioned  ability  as  a  states- 
man, had  g;iined  him  so  large  a  following  in  the 
ranks  and  among'  the  leaders  of  the  party,  thacfl 
when  the  lime  drew  near  for  the  opening  of  the 
Convention  it  was  impossible  to  say  which  of  liic 
two  leading  names  stood  strongest  with  the  dele- 
gates. Each  wing  of  the  paity  expressed  iuelf 
as  sure  of  victory,  yet  each  felt  the  necessity  of 
hard  and  unlla^jj^ng  exenion- 

Eame-it  effort?;  were  made  to  induce  Mr.  Blaine 
to  withdraw  his  declination,  or  to  say  sonieEluxig 
to  encourage  his  friends  in  their  sapport;  but  he 
steadily  declined  to  do  so,  finally  stating  positively 
that  he  would  write  no  more  letters  on  the  subject, 
while  he  seemed  equally  determined  not  tu  com 
mil  himself  in  speech. 

But  on  the  4th  of  ]une,  three  ^f^Jbeforc  Ai 
opening  of  the  Convention,  he  tooK'Srstcp  that 
quite  changed  the  aspect  of  die  situadan,  no  le^i 
a  one  than  that  oi  resigning  lus  office  as  Secretary 
of  State,  Tlie  followin<T  brief  correspondence 
passed  between  him  and  the  i'resident:

I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  my  rcsig-

"The  condition  of  public  business  in  the  De- 
partment of  State  justifies  me  tn  reque^iting^  that

To  this  very  brief  letter,  the  President  returned 
brief  an  answer,  promptly  accepting  the  rC5i^ 
ttion.

"Your  letter  of  this  date,  tendering  your  rcsig-

The  terms  ta 
which  you  state  your  desires  arc  such  as  to  leave 
mc  no  choice  but  to  accede  to  your  wishes  at 
once

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This  conrespODdence  naturally  caused  an 
mense    sonsation.      Although    Mr,    Blaine 
cUrct)  thAt   his    rc^ignatioQ  had  nothing  U)  i\ 
with  thtr  Convention,  it  was  acc<!i»ti?d  by  his  ad^ 
cates  aft  a  po<;itive  assurance  that  be  would  n^ 
refuse  a  nomination  if  cfTcrr  i  him.      Many 
licved  his  rasignation  to  ho.  a  di^^tlnct  bid  for 
Prcsidcncj\  and  the  people  at  large  looked  upoi 
it  as  Mr.  Blaine's  answer  to  the  incessant  qu' 
dons  with  which  he  bad  been  for  vccks  annoyi 
His  frirrtdfi  among  the  ddcrgaics  W(?rc  inimtnsc;"! 
encouraged.     They  felt  now  that  the   wray  w: 
dear  before  th«n,  and  went  to  work  with  a 
and  an  enthusiasin  which  they  had  not  before 
played- 

At  this  stage  of  affairs,  it  looked  as  if  onlytv&j 
names,  those  of  Harrison  and  Blaine,  would  be 
presented  to  the  Convention^  and  that  a  siagk] 
ballot  Avould  decide  the  contest    But  as  tht?  h^iuri 
and  days  went  on,  the  strength  of  the  opj 
sections  :>ccnied  so  even  that  it  was  impossil 
decide  to  which  tlie  nomination  woiild  DiIL 
other  names  began  to  be  vaguely  considered. 

Such  was  the  general  outlook  of  affairs 
the  Convention  was  called  to  order,  shortly 
noon  on  June  yih,  by  Chairman  Clarkson  of 
National  Committee,  and  the  Hon.  J.  Sloat  F: 
sett  of  New  York,  was  nominated  forTcmi 
Chairman.     The^  ^f^l«ii<jii  of  Mr.  Fassett  by 
National  Committee  was  a  triumph  for  the  Bl^i 
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section,  particularl/as  the  Karrison  delegates,  as 
if  not  willing  to  rink  a  show  ol  strength,  made  no 
COUtuer-iioTnin;)tioii,  and  permitted  ^f^.  Fa^settto 
be  elected  by  acclaniation.  Me  took  the  chair 
under  a  tremendous  outburst  of  applause  from 
tiie  HUi tie  delegates,  who  knew  him  to  he.  sirunjjly 
ia  Civoror  their  candidate,  and  opened  the  Con* 
vention  ivith  a  stirring  speech,  in  vhich  he  sedu- 
ou»ly  avoided  taking  sides.  We  give  the  follow- 
ing extract : 

••  The  Republican  party  has  ne\'er  yet  made  a 
mistake  in  its  choice  of  candidates/'  he  said.  "It 
win  lint  in;»kc^  a  mi.'vtake  here.  A!l  ovtrr  this  broad 
laiid.  ihe  bonfires  are  set  to  be  lighted,  the  flags 
are  ready  to  be  unfurled,  and  the  Republicans  at 
home  arc  waiting  to  shout  in  approval  of  your 
nominee. 

"The  history  of  our  party  wnce  1856  is  the 
history  of  our  country.  'Hiere  is  not  a  single 
page  hut  shines  brighter  for  »ome  act  nr  some 
word  of  some  great  Republican.  Count  over  our 
chosen  whom  we  are  teaching  our  children  to  love, 
emulate  and  reverence,  and  you  shall  name  Rc- 
puWican^— Lincoln,  Seward,  Grant,  Sherman,  Gar- 
field, lx>gan,  Harrison  and  Blaine.  These  are  a 
few  of  our  jewels,  and  wc  may  proudly  turn  to  our 
Democratic  friends  with  tJic  defiance,  "Match  cm/ 
These  men  became  great  and  remained  great 
through  their  belief  and  advocacy  of  the  ennobling 
and  inspiring  doctrines  of  the  Republican  bixK 
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"  t  have  not  the  time  even  to  catalogue  Ac  Iodj 
list  of  great  works  undertaken  and  perfonncd. 
You  arc  all  familiar  with  the  story  of  ihc  irrc] 
fiiblc-confiict  undertaken  and  concluded ;  slavery] 
abolished ;  a  public  cre<Ut  e«ubli£lie«l ;  the  Con< 
stituiipn  and  the  Union  restored  and  recon- 
structed ;  the  old  flag  washed'  dean  of  every 
»tain,  and  nttw  Kt;irA  addefl  to  il»  gtory  ;  tlic  wide 
We^t  thrown  open  lo  easy  access  and  &etilement ; 
the  policy  of  protection  to  Amehcan  labor  and 
American  industries  established,  developed  and 
vindicated ;  the  markets  of  the  world  opened  by 
Le  persuasive  logic  of  reciprocity  to  the  products 
of  the  American  workshop  and  the  American  farm, 
until  to-i!ay  the  natioa^  of  the  earth  are  paying 
tribute  to  the  sagacity  of  our  legisladon  and 
diplomacy  in  milUons  upon  millions  of  increased 
purchases,  and  Lord  Salbbury  has  been  driven 
to  tht^  significant  confession  that  even  in  nngland 
free  trade  has  proved  disappointing.  Rivers  and 
harbors  have  been  opened  lo  commerce;  the 
white  hulls  of  our  new  navy  arc  plowing  the 
water?«  uf  evc-r)'  sea  ;  peace  lias  been  maintained  ^m 
at  home  and  respects  secured  abroad.  And  so  H 
[the  list  might  be  extended  and  cxparuled,  while 
Our  political  adversaries,  though  perpetually  using 
ever>'  inrasure  of  our  new  Republican  policy,  ai* 
compelled  to  act  in  the  wisdom  of  our  course,  and 
to  confess  that  wc  have  been  right  and  that  they 
])avc  been  wii>ng/* 
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He  was  followed  with  a  brief  address  from  ex- 
raker  Kced,  to  whoin  Mr,  Fassclt  had  appreci- 
ativdy  referred,  after  w^hich  t!ic  Ij^^t  of  swretaries 
and  other  officers  selected  by  the  National  Com- 
mittee was  read,  and  the»i<j  oftk^^rs  were  elected 
a(vl;inuitirin. 

The  next  dut>'  bvforo  the  Convention  was  the 
Icall  of  Statesand  Territories,  the  Chairman  of 
^ch  dclcgalion  being  requested  to  announce  the 
[C%  of  the  persons  stltctcd  tn  srrve  on  the 
^eral  committees,  as  follows:  Fermanefit  Or 
iizatJon,  Rules  and  Order  of  Business^  Creden- 
lIs,  and  Resolutions.  This  work  {>t:rformed,  xhv: 
'^Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  again  ar  1 1  o'clock 
the  next  morning;. 

The  work  of  the  Convention  now  lay  with  these 
commiirees,  particularly  with  those  on  Cred*'nu;U!i 
Resolutions,  whose  work  must  prt>cede  any 
lefinite  action  in  the  way  of  nominations,  llie 
j»eats  of  a  coniuderable  numlkcr  of  d<'Je^;it<'<t  from 
the  South,  principally  colored  men,  were  con- 
tested;  and  the  question  of  admission  of  dele- 
gates from  the  Indian  Tcrritorywas  to  be  decided. 
The  committee  proved  to  have  a  majority  of  Blaine 
delegates,  but  its  Chairman,  General  Cogswell,  of 
Massachusetts,  was  on  the  Harrison  side,  so  that 
the  honors  were  somewhat  evenly  divided.  Its 
decision  was  looked  for  with  much  inlerest.  as  it 
;ht  add  considerably  to  the  strength  of  one  or 
:  oilier  of  tlie  candidates. 
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The  Commiucc  on  Resolutions  had  an  equ 
difBcuh  task  lo  |K:rfonn — not  as  concerned 
iiomiaAtion,  but  aat  affecl«Ki  the  strength  of  ih 
pauty<      The  dh-crsity  ol  opinioft*  on  coi 
needed  to  be  reconciled,  if  possible,  and  a  plank 
added  to  the  pl^ttform  ih.il  would  satisfy  the  fi 
silver  men,  whiJe  not  oflendtn^  die  advocates  o( 
goid  standard.     Ex  Governor  Foraker.  of  O 
vraH  chosen  Chainnan  of  this  oommiUcc  and  the 
scvcrul  commitltxs  w^ni  diligently  to  work 

The    Convention    met    again    on  Wcdnes^jay 
morning,  only  to  lind  that  another  delay  was 
fore  it  The  Committee  on  Credentials  annoitn 
that  It  was  not  ready  to  report  and  could  not  be 
until  the  next  day.    Time  for  funhcr  consider 
ation  \('as  asked  and  granted.    The  Committee 
on  Organuation  had  made  more  progress.     J 
Chairman,  Mr.  Lockwooil,  of  Idaho,  anr>ounccd 
die  name  of  Governor  William    McKinlcy,   of 
Ohio,  for  Permanent  Chairman  ;  a  selection  w 
was   received   widi    a    general  outburst  of   co 
thusiastic  approval,  and  was  ratilied    by  accla- 
mation. 

When  the  popular  hero  of  high  tariff  advanced 
to  tlie  chajT,  ilie  applause  wa«  deafening,  the  roar 
of  voices  being  added  to  by  stamping  of  feet  and 
dapping  of  hands,  while  the  Ohio  delegation 
waved  hats  and  Aags  in  wild  ddtght  Advancing 
to  the  front  of  the  pUtlbrm,  Mr.  McKinlcy  spoke 
a^  follows :

After  order  had  been  restored,  the  roll-call  pro- 
ceeded without  interruptiDn  until  Minnesota  wa«i 
reached,  when  Delegate  Euslis  rose  to  second 
ihc  nomination  of  Blaine.  His  brief  address  was 
the  ^gnal  for  a  scene  such  as  has  rarely  been 
witnessed  in  a  nominating  convention.  7\s  if  by 
concerted  action,  the  whole  great  audience  seemed 
to  break  at  once  into  a  chorus  of  cheers  and 
yells  ol  applause,  that  filled  the  air  with  a  dcafcn- 
bg  clamor  The  signal  for  this  wild  outburst 
was  given  by  a  lady  ol  remarkable  persona] 
\tyt  wbo  rose  behind  the  speaker's  stand,  and 
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Wived  a  white  parasol  in  ihe  air  as  she  ext 
proposed   tJirce   cheers   for   U]:une.     Again 
again  the  roar  of  shouts  and  dicers  broke 
with   the   old  campaign  cry  of  "RIamcf   BUii 
James  G.  Blaine!*'  the  lady  leader  sunitig 
again  at  every  [all.  until  she  herself  re!)  back 
her  chair  tiom  sheer  exhaustion.     Otfavr  ladil 
joined  her  in  her  enthusiasm. 

Three  times  Chairman  McKinley  ordered 
band  to  play,  biit  its  sound  \vas  utterly  l<ut  in 
roar  of  ibc  perspiring  crowd,  and  not  until  iwenl 
minutes  had  passed  could    order    be  restored, 
when  the  shoutcrs  had  completely  used  up  their 
vocal  powers.     A  storm  of  hisses  from  thr*  Harri- 
son delegates  had  its  share  in  brining  the  Con* 
vention  to  order.    Appbuse  broke  out  aj^n,    I 
though  not  in  such  unmanageable  fervor,  wfacn.^ 
Mississippi  was  reached,   and    Mr.  Maitison,  ^H 
colored    delegate,  rose    to    second    the    Blaii^^ 
nomination.     After  the  cheers  which  followed  t^^ 
speech  had  ended,  the  rolt-call  was  resumed*  ai^| 
the  name  of  New  York  quickly  reached.  Chauncey 
M.  Depcw  now  rose  to  hLs  feet,  and  seconded 
the  nomination  of  Marnson,  in  a  speech  which 
WhAs  the  most  elaborate  in  oratorical  cfTort  of  the 
Convention.     His  address  is  too  long  for  repro- 
duction here,  but  we  cannot  desist  from  exi 
ing  its  most  telling  portion.

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Chickamaugii.  occupies  a  place  ia  our  history  with 
I.-eonlii;i*i  armng  the  Creeks, '^ccpi  iJiat  he  su 
ceeded  where  Lcoridas  failed.  The  fight  of  Jo 
Hooker  above  the  clouds  was  the  pocirj'  of  batUe. 
The  rcsjstlcasru&hof  Sheridan  and  his  steed  down 
llic  vaUey  of  the  Shenandoah  is  ihc  epic  of  our 
dvU  war  The  march  of  Sherman  from  Atlanta 
to  the  sea  is  tlie  supreme  triumph  of  gallantry 
and  strategy.  It  detracts  nothing  from 
splendor  or  the  nerits  of  the  deeds  of  his  lieu 
tenants  to  say  that  having  selected  ihcm  vnth 
niar\*cllou5  sagacity  and  discretion  Grant  srtl) 
remained  the  supreme  commander  of  tbe  national 
army. 

"All  the  proposed  acts  of  any  ddmini^itnition 
before  they  arc  fonnulated  are  passed  upon  En 
Cabinet  co'jncil,  and  llie  menistire?;  and  suggeatiQCS 
of  the  ablest  Secretaries  would  have  failed  with  a 
lesser  President :  but  for  the  great  good  of  the 
country  and  the  benefit  of  ihc  KepuUlcan  pariy, 
t}iey  have  sitccee(le<l  because  of  the  suggesth^ 
mind,  the  indomitable  courajre,  the  intelli^nt  ap- 
preciation of  situation,  and  the  grand  maj^naniraiiy 
of  Benjamin  llarnsor.  It  i.'i  an  ufidi-\[mtt^l  fac 
that  during  the  few  mondis  when  boill 
Secretary  of  State  and  the  Secretary  of 
Trcasi;ry  were  ill,  die  I'rcsiJcnt  personally  as- 
sumird  the  dutit-s  cf  the  State  Heparunem  and 
of  die  Treasury  Department,  and  both  witli  eqnal 
success. 
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"The  Secretary  of  State  in  accepting  his  port- 
folio iin  Jrr  TrrsKli-nt  G^tWirKI,  wroti^:  *Your  ailmin- 
istration  tnust  be  made  brilliant,  successful  and 
strong  in  the  confidence  and  pride  of  llie  people, 
nol  at  all  liiverling  its  (rncrgics  for  re -r lection,  and 
yet  compellLntj  that  result  by  the  logic  of  events 
and  by  the  imperious  necessities  of  the  situauon.^ 
Gadield  fell  before  the  bullet  of  the  assassin  and 
Mr.  ni^tntf  retired  to  ]irivat«?  life,  Gtrncnil  Har- 
rison invited  him  to  Cake  up  that  unfinished  diplo- 
matic career  where  its  threads  had  been  ao 
tragically  broken,  lie  entered  the  Cabinet.  He 
resumed  hts  work,  and  has  won  a  hiffher  pUce  in 
our  history.  The  i)rophec>^  he  made  for  Garfield 
has  been  superbly  fulfilled  by  Harrison.  In  the 
language  of  Mr  Blajne:  'Tlie  President  has 
compelled  a  re-election  by  the  logic  of  events  and 
the  imperious  necessities  of  the  situation/  " 

Mr  Depew's  speech  was  followed  by  another 
outburst  of  applause,  during  whidi  adherents  of 
both  parties  marched  about  the  hall  bearing  ban- 
ners, portraits  of  Harrison  and  Blaine  were  swung 
in  tlic  air,  the  tti-colorrd  Blalnr  plumes  wcrrr 
hoisted  on  every  side,  the  band  played  its  liveliest 
tune,  and  Hon.  Frederick  Dougta5,thc  leader  of  the 
colored  race,  mounted  a  chair  and  waved  hia  hat 
in  the  air  while:  his  whit<:hiiir  waved  in  tbebrceic. 

For  isomc  twenty  minutes  this  excitement  con- 
bnucd,  when  the  Chairman  again  brought  the 
Convention  to  order.    Ex-Scnator  Warner  Miller, 
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of  New  York,  now  took  thr  platform  to  answtf 
his  collca^c  and  sccomL  the  nomiimtion  of  U\aM. 
HU  bn<-*r  addnrs^  was  foUownl  hy  one  from  Haa 
H.  P.  Gicadiam,  of  North  Carolina,  in  favor  ^ 
Harrison,  and  by  a  colored  orator  from  Tcnntssw 
who  spoke   for   Ulainc      When   Wisconsin  was 
rcrachcd,  ihfr  name  of  "Spooner"  w^s  slianted  by 
a  hundred  voices,  and  the  popular  cx-Scnatorrosc 
to  give  his  txibutc  to  Harrison,  amid  a  deafening 
outburst   of   cheers.     A   Imef   extract    from  his 
speech  will  suffice.     He  said  - 

'^National  Republican  Conventions  have  not 
been  accustomed  to  make  mistakes.  That  which 
met  at  Chicago  in  i&SS  made  no  mistake  when  it 
entrusted  the  power  and  responsibility  and  leader- 
ship to  Benjamin  1  larrison.  of  Indiana,  and  Ben- 
jamin Harrison  madr^  no  mistakes.  He  quickly 
proved  himself  an  ideal  candidate  and  a  leader] 
vho  led.  Millions  of  hosttic  and  eajfer  eyes 
searched  his  whole  life  in  vain  for  spot  or  blcmisK 
On  the  march  and  in  the  batdc  no  man  rode  be-! 
fore  him,  Ca!m,  dignified  and  wise,  every  day; 
brought  from  his  lips  a  dcli%crancc  in  itself  a  pcr-j 
feet  platform,  unexcelled  fur  grace  of  diction, 
power  of  epigrammatic  statement,  and  the  spirit 
of  true  eloquence.  He  imbued  the  party  vrith 
renewed  \igor  and  strength,  and  intrepidly  led  it 
to  victory.  His  friends  bring  Ills  name  into  thifi 
Convention,  proudly  conscious  that  the  record

The  roll'call  of  States  was  concluded  with 
brief  address  from  Mr  S,  W,  Downey,  of  Wyo;! 
ining,  in  lavor  of  Ulainc,  after  which  a  motion  w 
put  and  carried  that  tlie  Convention  fihould  p 
cced  to  ballot. 

At  ten  minutes  i>a3t  three  tlic  Convention  was 
rapped  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  who  announced 
that  tlicre  was  a  matter  of  some  moment  to  be 
setdcd     before     balloting     could    proceed. 
related  to  the  delegates   from  Alaska   and   t 
Indian  Tcrritoiy,  who  had  not  yet  been  given  th 
right  to  vote.  The  qu<;stion  was  put  to  the  Convea« 
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tioii,  iinti  4lf'riil**i[  ill  thr  aftiTJii.Uivc — (hetc  Trrri* 
lories  beiny  Uias  fjiven  for  ihe  first  time  the  privi- 
lege of  voting  in  a  Kepublicui  National  Convention 

'I1ic  roil-caJl  of  States  now  began,  and  aa  it 
proceedixl  it  quicklj'  became?  t^vidt^nt  tliat  thti 
Harrison  star  was  in  the  asccndcnL  The  and- 
Hairbon  routes  instead  of  being  concentrated  on 
one  name  ^emcd  evenly  divided  between  Blaine 
and  McKinlcy,  Ohio  casting  her  vote  solid  for  the 
latter,  with  the  exception  of  the  vote  of  the  Chair- 
man hinuclf,  which  was  ca^l  lor  Harrison. 

After  the  vote  of  Texas  had  been  announeed, 
'•twentj'two  for  Harrison."  the  fmal  resuh  \vas 
!ui  evident,  that  Chairman  McKinley  called 
Col.  Shcpard.  of  New  \'ork.  to  liis  scaU  and  uk- 
ing  the  flcxir,  moved  "that  dienilesbcsusptnidwi, 
aadBenpmin  Harrison  be  nominated  President 
by  acclamalion." 

TliU  motion  was  so  strongly  oppoiU!d  by  dele- 
gates of  the  opposite  side,  that  McKinley  deemed 
it  expedient  to  withdraw  it,  and  the  balloting 
proceeded,  coming  to  a  conclusion  at  about  4. jo 
P,  M.  In  a  few  minutes  afterwards  it  was 
announced  that  the  clerks  had  finished  their 
enumeration^  and  the  official  vote  was  ready  to 
be  proclaimed-  Sikncc  fdl  upon  the  assembly 
as  tlte  Secretiuy  rov<f  to  his  feel,  scroll  in  hand, 
and  read  as  follows :

[Loud  cries 
of  "  Yes."]  The  nomination  is  made  iinflnimous." 
Tht:  motion  to  take  a  rca?ss  till  S  R  M,  wa» 
immediately  offered  and  agreed  to,  and  the  excited 
assemblage  dispersed,  the  victorious  majority  in  a 
bla^c  of  enthusiasm  and  delight. 

The  evening  session  was  little  more  ihan  a  rail' 
ftcation  meeting.  By  tncJt  consent  the  selection 
of  the  nominee  for  Vice  President  had  been  left 
to  the  New  York  delegation^  which,  after  some 
consideration  of  the  name  of  Vice-Preitident 
Morton,  settled  unanimously  upon  that  of  Hon. 
^■hjtclaw  Rcid. 
^BThe  ConveDtion  was, called  to  order  at  a  few 
^HlnuteA  before  g  P.  M„  and  the  announcement 
made  by  the  Chairman  that  the  next  order  of 
business  was  the  nomination  of  candiilates  for  tlie 
Vice- Presidency.  The  call  of  State*  began,  and 
when  New  York  was  reached,  State  Senator 
O'Connor  rose,  and  in  a  brief  speech  put  in  nom- 
ination the  name  of  Hon.  Whilf law  Rei<l.  Gen- 
eral  Horace  Porter  followed  with  an  eloquent 
Iribulc  to  ihc  nominee,  and  Governor  Hjlkelcy, 
of  Connecticut,  spoke  briefly  to  die  same  effect. 
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Al  the  concHi!^t>n  o!  Ins  Tf^m^rks,  ^(^.  j.  C 
Settlt^  of  Tennessee,  look  the  iloor,  and  on  be- 
half of  Tennessee,  put  in  nominatjon  "one  of  the 
gmndr&t  characters  in  Amcrkan  polilics,  Hoa 
Tliomas  B.  Reed,  of  M;iin<^/"  Ijoud  chrtfrring  fol- 
lowed, and  at  its  clo<se  Mr.  L^tlefield,  of  Maiii^ 
in  behalf  of  the  Maine  delegation,  expressed  it 
AS  the  opinion  of  tin;  delc^tion  tluit  Wr.  Reed 
would  decline  the  nomination,  Mr,  Settle  replied 
that  he  h^d  nominated  Mr  Reed  wttl^out  consul- 
tation, and  <utnply  frnni  hit  lij^h  cMiination  of  his 
character  and  ability  sks>  a  sucesntan,  but,  in  defer- 
ence to  tlie  wl'ihc?^  of  the  Maine  dele^tion.  would 
withdmw  the  name. 

Mr,  Carney,  of  Iowa,  then  moved  to  suspend 
the  rules  and  make  the  nominadon  unanimous. 
This  was  done,  and  Mr.  Rcid  ^^-as  nominated  by 
ihc  voicf!  of  the  whole  assembly  as  candidate  for 
Vice*Pr<?siiWnt  of  the  United  Stales. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  tX>  Chairman  McKinlcy 
received  a  unanimous  vote,  followed  by  a  similar 
one  to  the  people  of  Mjnne;i;atli%,  when^  after 
ftome  further  business  of  minor  imporunce,  the 
Republican  National  Convention,  at  lo  P,  M.,  ad- 
journed Jw^  Ju,  having  contpletcd  it*  labors,  and 
placed  in  nomination  before  the  people  of  the 
United  States  undoubtedly  the  strongest  ticket 
that  the  grand  roll  of  statesmen  of  the  Republican 
party  could  offer  for  the  sutTragcft  of  tltr  people 
in  tlie  coming  Presidential  campaign. 
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Following  the  Convention,  on  June  20th,  the 
innmiuoc  appointed  at  Minneapolis  caUcrd  on 
'resident  Harrison  at  Washington,  and  formally 
notifi<!*^l  him  of  his  rcnomindtion.  The  committee 
consisted  of  one  member  from  each  State  and 
•Territory,  and  Governor  McKinley,  of  Ohio,  wa$ 
tta  spokc*unan.     He  said:

•■  We  need  hardly  assure  you  of  the  pleasure  it 
gives  ws  to  convey  tliis  message  from  the  Repub- 
licans of  the  countrj'  to  their  chosen  leader. 
|Your  nomination  w^s  but  the  registering  by  tlie 
Convention  of  tJie  will  of  the  majority  of  the 
Republicans  of  the  United  States,  and  has  been 
received  in  every  ctuarter  mrich  profound  sadsfac-. 


''In  1S8S  youAsere  nominated,  after  a  somewhat 
prolonged  struggle,  upon  a  platform  which  de- 
clared with  clL-arness  the  purposes  and  pijlicies  of 
the  party  if  entrusted  wiUi  poi^er,  and  upon  that 
platform  you  were  elected  President.  You  have 
had  the  good  fortune  to  witness  tJie  execution  of 
most  of  ttkOM?  purposes  and  policies,  during  the

TiiK  journal!^,  hi-ttorian.  business  man.  diplo- 
mat, statesman,  scholar,  social  leader,  political 
leader,  was  born  of  the  famous  old  Scotch  Coven- 
anter stock,  at  Xrnia.  Oliio.  in  OitoVier,  iSj/- 
His  father  was  Robert  Charhoa  Rciti ;  and  his 
mother  was  Marian  Whitelaw  Ronalds,  a  descend- 
ant in  direct  line  frcm  the  Clan  Ronald,  of  the 
Highlands  of  Scotland.  I  Its  paternal  gniudfath'_'r 
emigrated  to  this  coiiniry  towanl  the  close  of  the 
last  century,  and,  as  one  of  its  earlie^it  pioneers, 
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{settled  in  Kentucky ;  but  in  tSoo  he  crossed  die 
river  and  bargained  for  land  upon  the  present 
site  of  Cincinnati.  But  he  was  a  stern  old  Cov* 
cnantcr,  and  found  his  conscience  uneasy,  owing 
lo  a  condition  of  the  sale  which  required  him  to 
nin  a  ferry  every  day  of  the  week  across  the 
Ohio  River  Sooner  tlian  violate  the  Sabbatli,  he 
gave  up  his  bargain,  and  removing  to  GRrene 
Count>\  he  became  one  of  ilie  earliest  s^^-ttV-rs  in 
the  townsliip  of  Xenio,  An  uncle,  Hm;h  Mc- 
Millan, D,  IJ,.  a  Scotch  Covciianier  and  ci>nscfen* 
tious  man,  took  the  cask  upon  himself  for  fitting 
Whitelaw  for  college.  Dr.  McMillan  was  a  iruf^tee 
of  Miami  University,  and  principal  oi  the  old  and 
long-noted  Xcnia  Academy,  which  was  then  reck- 
oned by  the  officers  of  Miami  tlie  best  prepara- 
tory school  in  tlie  State,  As  n  tcadier  of  classics 
and  general  instructor  Dn  McMillan  had  a  fine 
rrpuialion.  Under  hts  inslnjction,  hl:«  nrphew 
was  so  well  drilled  in  Latin  tliat  at  the  af[e  of  fif- 
teen years  he  entered  Miami  as  a  sophomore, 
with  a  Latinist  rank  equal  to  th'it  of  scholars 
in  the  upper  chss^,  Tln\  wa?i  in  1853,  and  in 
1S36  he  was  graduated  with  the  sdeniiAc  honors, 
the  clasftical  honors  having  by  his  own  request 
been  yielded  lo  acla^^mate.  Just  after  gradua- 
tion he  was  made-  principal  of  the  graded  schools 
in  South  Charleston,  Ohio,  his  immHiate  pupils 
sin^  generally  older  than  himself.  Here  he 
tght  French,  Latin,  and  die  h^her  mathematics. 
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■urin^  thi^  period  he  repaid  lib  father  the  expense 
I  his  sr»ii>r  yriir  in  collr-gt*,  ami,  rr^tiinnny  tuniie 
the  ajje  of  twenty,  he  bought  T/ie  Xfftia  AVwx 
d  for  two  years  led  ihc  life  of  a  country  editor. 
It  WR^  thii8  inevLlahIc  that  he  should  drift  into 
politico,  Tlie  editor  was  then,  as  now,  die  polit- 
ical oracle  of  the  community.  Already,  indeed, 
r.  Kcid  had  tiken  keen  interest  in  public  ati^irs, 
year  of  his  graduation  at  college  wa-s  the 
T  of  the  birtli  of  the  National  Rc'pnblican  party. 
*he  principlca  of  that  organisation  strongly  at- 
ted  the  young  man.  and  before  his  commencc- 
leni  orHiioii  was  fairly  o;it  of  his  mind  he  began 
taking  sitump  speeches  for  the  Repubh'can  candi- 
itC3  for  the  Presidency  and  Vicc-Prcsidcncy— 
■remont  and  l>ayton.  He  was  a  constant  reader 
the  New  York  Tri^nnf.  and  his  own  paper,  the 
^cwSy  cJit'jd  with  vijjor  and  such  success  as  to 
double  its  circulation  during;  his  control  of  its  coJ- 
umns,  was  conductt^d  by  him,  as  much  as  possible, 
iftcr  the  mod<n  of  di^e'j^reat  humanitarian  jour- 
tahst  he  was  destined  to  succeed.

^Kon  of  Mr.  Clut^,  \\^-  advocated  the  nomination  of

^Bewspapcr  outride  of  Illinois  to  do  so ;  and  its  in- 
^nuence  caused  the  election  of  a  IJncoIn  delegate 
to  the  Republican  Convention  from  the  Xenia  dis- 
trict, thus  strengthening  the  break  in  the  Ohio 
n  which  Governor  Chase  at  the  time  so  bjt- 
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tcrly    resented      After    Mn    Lincoln's    famott- 
spccdi  al  tlic  Ccjo]»cr  Instiuite  in  New  York  Ch 
2nd  his  n^tum  to  the  We^t,  Mr.  Retd  went  t- 
Cplunibus  to  meet  him,  formed  one  of  his  escoi 
to  Xcnta,  nnd  introduced  jiim  at  tlie  railroad 
lH»n  m  llie  cili/e-iw.      Subscijucnily   hr   entti 
ardeTitly  ifito  the  business  of  the  c;impaif*ii,  mak^ 
jng   speeches   and   acting  as   secremr)'   of  xi\* 
Greene  County  Kepuhlican  Committee.     Hist: 
cnioii^  were  too  much  for  his  healthy  and  he 
compelled  to  withdraw  from  the  political  arenj 
and  wke  a  vacation.      He  traveled  through  the 
Narthweitt,  visiting  the  octrcmc  headwaters  of  tliC; 
Missii^sippi  and  St.  Lotiis  rivers,  and   returned 
across  the  site  of  the  present  cit>'of  Dulutli,   Tlie] 
(ollowmg  winter  he  spent  in  Columbus  a&  a  tegtS' 
lativc  correspondent  on  an  engagement  with  ch' 
Cincinnati  Tmrs.      His  letters  from  the  Nonli- 
wc3i  in  the  Cincinnati  ff-t^//^  during  the  summer 
of  i860  were  favorably  received,  and,  after  a  (rw 
weeks  of  his   engagement   widi   the   Tim^s  hadj 
elapsed  he  obtained  an  offer  at  a  higher  (igur^| 
from  the  Cleveland  iUrald,  to  be  followed  by  a" 
yet  better  offer  from  the  Cincinnatli  GasetU.  Mr^ 
Reid  undertook  all  three  engagements,  ami  b)fl 
them  was  put  in  receipt  of  a  good  income  for  a 
journalist  in  those  days,  some  ft j8  a  week :  buflj 
tilt'  task  of  writing  d;*ily  ihrc*^  letters,  distinct  in™ 
tone,  upon   the  same  dreary  legislative  themes, 
was  a  species  o(  dnid^et^  which  severely  tried 
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even  lii-t  verNatllity  ami  cnnirA^e.    Sudi  cli&c!j>lmc, 
however,   rendered   hU  later  journalistic   laUoi 
comparatively  tight  andaitracDve, 

At  Utc  dose  ol  :liat  session  ol  tlic  Ohio  Lcgis*' 
hxurc  he  was  made  ci:y  editor  of  die  Cindnnaii 
G^€Ui,  and  Hlkd  that  important  position  success- 
fully until  die  War  of  the  Rebellion  came  on^ 
George  B.  McClellan.  then  a  captain  in  the  regu- 
lar army,  was  ordered  to  serve  iti  West  Virginia- 
The  Cincinnati  Gastiu  Company  thereupon 
directed  Mr.  Rcid  to  accompany  him  as  war 
corrcspondcrtt-  General  Morris  had  command 
of  the  advance,  and  Mr.  Reid,  as  reprc^ntative 
of  the  llien  foremost  journal  in  Ohio,  was  a&- 
signed  to  do  duty  ^s  volunteer  aide-de-camp, 
with  die  rank  of  u^puin.  Then,  over  lh<^  Kigna* 
cure  of  "AHaie/'  began  a  series  of  letters  which 
attracted  general  attention  and  largely  increase<l 
ilie  demand  for  the  Gasttie,  After  tlic  West 
Virjjinia  campaign  terminated  hi  the  victory  over 
Garnet's  amiy  and  the  death  of  General  Garnet 
himself  at  Carricka  Ford,  on  Cheat  River,  Mr, 
Reid  returned  to  the  GasetU  office,  and  fora  time 
wrot«  editorial  leaders.  He  was  sent  back  to 
West  V^irginia  and  given  a  position  on  the  si 
of  General  KosExrans.  He  served  through  the 
second  campaign  that  Ccnninat«d  with  die  battles 
of  Carnifex  Ferry  and  Gauley  Bridge,  These 
battles  he  wrote  an  account  of,  and  then  rctum- 
tng  to  the  Gaz€U£  oflicc  resumed  his  editorial 
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duties  and  liciped  orgiiniie  the  suff  of  corrc*poi>- 
ilrnls  tiuf  jHitilhilierH  uf  tltai  jnuriial  had  foumi  it 
necessaiy  lo  employ,  In  iS6i-'62  he  weni  to 
Port  Donclson.  recorded  ihc  Tennessee  campaign, 
arrived  (It  PiltsburgU  l^n^ling  wecksi  in  adv;ince 
of  tile  baulc  fought  there,  and  leaving  a  sicic  bed, 
was  the  only  correspondent  who  witnessed  die 
fight  from  its  beginning  to  its  close.  It  was  his 
account  of  diis  battle,  one  of  the  most  imporum 
of  tli«!  war,  that  }^»m|K.'d  hint  as  a  neivsp:iper  cor* 
respondent  of  the  first  class.  Those  ten  columns 
of  tlie  GaziUe  were  widely  copied  and  pubUslicil 
in  exiru;^  by  Su  Louis  and  Chicago  papers,  and 
their  writer  wa^  complimented  bj'  an  advance  in 
his  already  liberal  salary. 

At  the  siege  01  Corinth  Mr.  Reid  wasappointcd

Mr-  Rdd  now  went  to  Washington,  in  1862,  ^^^m 
be  the  correspondent  there  of  the  Clodnnati  <ni-^| 
seite.  His  reputation  as  a  brilliant  '*all-round"^ 
journalist  viA'^  already  natioiud.  and  uvenuren^fl 
wore  soon  made  to  him  to  enter  the  8er%ice  of^j 
odier  papers.  A  leading  St.  Ixuis  paper  made 
him  a  tempting  offer,  which  he  declined.  Where- 
n  ti*c  GaZftU  comgiany  sold  10  him  for  a  « 
ible  price  a  large  share  in  that  paper.     Wi: 
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tvro  yearr*  his  dividends  paid  for  his  shares  of 
:k.  and  thus  were  laid  the  foundations  of  his 
lortiine.  As  die  correspondent  of  the  GaseUfinX. 
\)\^  Nadonal  Capital  he  soon  distinguished  him- 
self and  auractcd  by  his  literary  and  executive 
ftlKliiy  the  notice  of  Horace  Greeley,  who  from  that 
time  became  his  highly  appreciative  andtinswerv* 
ing  friend,  Mr  Rcid  ako  performed  one  notable 
bitot  war  correspondence  during  his  stay  at  Wash- 
J^ngton.  Tills  was  in  July.  1863,  Wlicn  Lee  in- 
vaded Pennsylvania  and  the  Army  of  the  Potomac 
marched  to  drive  him  back,  Mr.  Rcid  hurried  to 
the  scene  of  conflict,  and  gave  to  the  world, 
from  the  field  of  Getlysburg,another"Agatc''  let- 
ter which  has  become  a  classic  among  pen-pictures 
of  great  battles. 

A  vLst[  to  the  South  in  1865,  as  the  companion 
of  Chief  Justice  Cha^e  on  the  trip  made  by  the 
latter  at  the  request  of  President  Johnson,  re- 
sulted in  the  production  of  Mr  Reid's  first  con- 
iribniioTi  to  liieraiurp  in  x\\tr  form  of  a  book  en- 
titled A/Ur  /A*j  War:  a  SoutM^m  Tour.  TIlis 
is  a  fair  reflex  of  its  author's  independent 
heahhful  mind  and  practical  exprricncc  of 
and  things,  and  an  excellent  reconl  of  tlic 
lirs  of  tlie  South  during  die  years  immediately 
tQowing  the  war  Dunng  this  tour  the  business 
cottoii-jilanting  appeared  so  remunerative  tliat 
partn'^rship  with  General  Francis  J.  Herron 
T,  Rcid  engaged  in  it  in  the  spring  of  1S66 
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wben  the  crop  IcKik^d  most  promising;  the  ai 
worm  destroyed  three-fourths  of  it     liven  what' 
remained,  however  prevented  the  loss  of  their  in- 
vestment and  induced  Mr  Reid  to  tr)'  H^  fortune 
siibsetjuemly  in  the  same  business  in  Alabama ; 
but  after  iwo  years,  though  not  a  loser,  his  gain 
wzs  principally  in  business  experience.     During 
these  years,  however,  he  was  otherwise  enjraped 
than  \n  growing  cotton.     His  Oit4?  in  ikt    Waff^^ 
two  lai^c  volumes  of  more  than  a  tbou&and  ]>age^V 
each,  was  produced  during  thr  years  when  cotton- 
planting  was  his  ostensible  business.     This  work 
is  a  monument  of  industry  and  a  model  for  cver>" 
other  State  work  of  Uie  kind.    After  the  publica- 
tion of  this  work  Mr.  Rtriti,  in   tS68,  rrfsumed  th^H

On  the  impeachment  of  President  Johnsoti  he     ' 
went    to   \Va*<hington    and    reported,   careful1y|J 
that  transartiofli.     That  summer  Mr,  Greclcj'  re^| 
newed  an  invitation,  made  two  or  three  times  be- 
fore, to  Mr.  Rei4  to  connect  himself  with  the 
political  staff  of  the   Tri6une.     Mr   Retd  finally 
accepted,  and  took  tlie  post  of  leading  editorial 
writer,  with  a  salary  next  in  amount  to  diat  of 
Mr  Greeley  and  responsible  directly  to  him.    He 
wrote  many  of  the  leaders  throughout  the  cam- 
paign that  ended  in  the  first  election  of  Cram 
Siortly  afterward  a  difficulty  between  the  tnai 
aging  editor  and  the  publishers  resulted  in  tl 
withdrawal  of  the  former,  and  Mr-  Reid  was 
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itallrcl   in   the  managing  editor's  cliair.     In  this 
Ivanctmcnt  he  retained  the  afTeedon  and  un- 
inded  confidence  of  his  venerated  chJct  who,

lOt  failed  to  observe  the  uncertainties  and  dan-

Thereafter  Mr.  Reid  was  :o  be  credited  with 
le  notable  achievcmencj  of  the  frihuu  in  ncvr» 
Lthcnng  and  reportinj^;  some  of  which  starded 
le  world  and  inaugurated  a  new  era  in  joumal- 
During  the  Franco-German  war  of  1S70-71, 
for  example,  the   TriduH^'s   correspondents   foU 
»wcd  the  armies  in  die  field,  and  sent  aixumte 
ind  faithful  reports  of  every  engag;e]nem.    They 
lanaged  many  time»  to  anticipate  other  agencies 
making  public  important  iniclligencc,  and  it  be* 
'came  necessary  for  tin-   Trihuni  office  to  adopt 
stringent  rules  against  letting  copies  of  the  mom- 
King's  paper  go  out  of  the  handa  of  its  confidential 
^ragcnts  until  after  the  other  papers  had  gnnr^  to 
■  press,  in  order  to  protect  its  news-     The  Tribune 
was  the  first  paper  to  print  an  account  of  the  de- 
risive battle  of  August  18.  1S70,  at  Gravclotte. 
Its  cable  report  of  that  tn^^agcnicnt  cost  the  sum 
\i  {5,000  in  gold,  probably  ilie  largest  price  ever 
id  for  transmission  of  a  piece  of  news.     Its  ex* 
ises  for  field-work  and  dispatches  were  alioul 
,1,000  a  day;  and  the  pa]jer  kept  long  standing 
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at  the  head  of  its  columns  tlie  notice: 
Tri^um  is  ihe  only  newspaper  in   die   Unite 
States  fully  represented  by  sjjccial  correspond 
ents  with  both  Prussian  and  French  armies,  an 
at  the  leading  capitals." 

Establishing  its  own  special  telcgr;i|jJi  line  to 
Washington,  it  ha«i  been  a  common  thing  for  tlje 
Trituns  to  print  th<^  leading  ]K>ims  of  the  P 
dcnt'B  me&sage  a  day  before  they  were  known 
other  journals,  and  even  to  give  the  report  of  ll»c 
Secretary  of  ihc  Treasury  entire.     In  1871,  when 
the  settlement   of   the  Alabama   claims  was  m 
progress,  and  the  public  were  in  excited  suspense 
o\*cr  the  contents  of  the  treaty  that  had  been  se 
cretly  agreed  iiputi  with  tl>e  I'jiglish  govcrnmen 
the  TrihiH4  pubtifthed  the  full  text  of  tlie  treat 
before  the  Senate  had  made  up  its  mind  to  adm! 
the  country-  into  its  confidence* 

In  187S  tlie  TrihuHg  obtained  possession  of 
large  mass  of  die  telegraphic  dispatches,  sent  i 
cipher,  by  Mr/Hlden^s  conhdential  advisers  dui 
ing  ll>e  Presitieniial  campaign  of  1876-  Thcs 
dispatches  had  passed  between  die  Democrat! 
headquarters  in  New  York  City  and  variou 
points  in  Soiitli  Carolina^  Florida,  l^uisiana.  and 
Oregon,  They  were  composed  of  a  jumble 
ntjmbers,  geographical  names  and  common  wo 
of  the  Knglish  language,  utterly  without  nK:anin 
to  the  ca-sual  reader  Grave  :&uspicio<)<ihad  bee 
entertained  that  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  d 
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feat  the  popular  verdict  in  that  election,  by  ih 
purchase  of  electoral  votes  by  the  Uemocmtic 
leaflets  of  the  North.     The   proof  lay  in   th 
tele^jmms.     The  messages  were  placed  in 
hands  of  Mr  John   R.  G.  Hassard,    Mr  Keid' 
mo^t    trusted  assistant,  and  aftcPA'ard,  Colons 
William  M,  Grosvcnor  and  one  or  two  others  o 
tile  editorial  staflf  took  part  in  the  work  of  trans- 
lation.    Several  wcck5  of  persistent  study  were 
expended  on  this  mass  of  mysterious  correspond* 
encc-     Finally  one  key   after    artothcr    to  the 
various  ciphers  was  discovered  and  the  dispatches 
were  translated.     Their  publication  laid  barfr  im 
of  ihc  most  audacious  conspiracies  to  thwart  : 
popular  will  of  modfjm  times. 

When  Mr  Greeley  became  a  candidate  for  i\ 
Presidency,   in    1872,   he    withdrew  entirely   from 
the  editorship  of  the    Triiune,  and  named   Mr, 
Rcid  as  his  successor.     Mr,  Reid  was  most  reluc 
tant  to  assume  such  responsihiiit)-;  but  at  th 
earnest  pcrsoniil  solnil.ilion  of  Mr.  Greeley  he 

illy  acce|>ted  it.      He  made    for  the  Libc 
ly  and  its  nominee  a  fight  whidi  forced  hi 
immt^diately  into  national   prominence,  and  re 
tiered  his  name  and  face  almost  as  weil-know 
from  Maine  to  California  as  those  of  a»y  cdito 
nave  the  great  chief  whom  he  3ucccc<kd.     He 
was  viyoroiKly  caricatured  by  Harper's  fV/gJtJy 
and   many   of  the  odier  illusirated  prints.     He 
became  in  a  few  weeks   the  recipient  of  more 
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journa?LBtic  aiicntion,  hostile  and  otherwise,  tha" 
ordifiariiy  talb  to  the  loi  of  an  sLctive  man  in  as 
many  ycan^ 

In  1873  Mr,  Reid  bonghra  majority  of  the  stock 
of  the  TrtbuH^  Being:  without  the  aid  of  an  ex- 
perienced publisher  he  iindertook  the  entire 
mitn^gerneiit  of  tile  concern,  edirorially  And  finan- 
cially, a  task  which  involved  him  in  years  of  un- 
bfx>ken  toil  and  anxiety. 

Alxmt  ittjo  the  paper  began  to  outgrow  its 
modest  quarters  on  Prinling  House  5?qiiare.  Pre- 
panttioos  were  made  for  putting  up  a  new  struc- 
ture. A  part  of  the  earnings  of  the  concern  were 
set  aside  every  year  as  a  contribution  towani  a 
Irjikling  funtK  Two  adjoining  hous4rs  on  Nassau 
Street,  and  in  1873  some  property  on  Frankfort 
Street  were  purchased  so  as  to  give  the  TribunA 
a  frontage  of  three  street*.  The  entire  buwine^s 
of  the  paper  was  moved  inio  a  building  on  Spruce 
Street  and  then  bejan  the  demolition  of  the  old 
Tribune  building  which  had  so  long  been  a  lamiltar 
sight  from  the  Cicy  Hall  Park.  The  work  of 
tearing  do^vn  was  finished  on  the  3ifit  of  May* 
873.    The  progress  of  the  new  building  was  de- 

yed  by  the  failure  of  the  granite  contractor  to 
omply  with   the   stipulations  of  his  agreement, 

d  the  extraordinary  soHditj^  and  ilioroughncM 
of  the  workmanship  consumed  mudi  more  time 
than  was  originally  supposed  to  be  necessary, 
rthelciis,  the  work  went  continually  on  10- 
completion. 
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I     On  tlic  thirty-fourlh  ;^niiiver?4ar^'  <if  iIkt  jiap^rr, 
[possession   WAS   Liken   of    the   most   iliorou^hiy 
i4X|uippcd  newspaper  office  in  ihc  world,  a  struc- 
mtc  towering  icn  stories  above  tJie  -videwalk,  and 
uie  fi«t  of  the   Rreat  fire-proof  office   buildinj^s 
p/hich  have  now  sprung  up  in  the  business  quarter 
kiT  New  York.     The  edifice   rested  on  a  concrete 
lied,    placed    35    ft^et  below  dirt  sidewalk.     Tlie 
abundation  walls  were  built  upon  a  first  course  of 
rninite  slabs,  j6  inches  thick,  tbe  largest  being 
ftbout  15  feet  wide  and  weighing  10  tons.    The 
prst  story  above  the  sidf^walk  was  constructed  of 
graniier  and  the  rest  of  the  building  above  that 
W  brick  with  sillii,  lintels,  string  courses,  copings^ 
and  cornice  of  granite.     The  Hoors  were  made  of 
tron  beams,  filled  in  with  ilat  arches  (if  the  term 
may  be  used)  of  hollow  concrete  blocks.    The 
partition  walls   dividing  the  interior  into  rooin*^ 
irere  also  made  of  concrete  blocks.     Attention 
Iras  p^d  in  every  part  of  the  building,  including 
mc  roof,  to  securing  imperishable  strength  and 
Bspedally   to  in;tkin^   !l   absolutely  safe  against 
Bre,     From  the  beginnincr  of  the  foundation  to 
tfie  point  of  the  spire  is  a  distance  of  285  feet.

The  finial  at  the  lop  of  the  spire  is  260  feet  from 
toe  sidewalk. 

,  Tlie  beautiful  atmcturc.  completed  in  1875, 
wa^  however,  only  a  part  of  tlte  original  plan  of 
the  building.     In  18S1  a  new  wing  was  added  to 
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the  rear  of  the  building,  running  through  to 
Frunkrorl  Strrt^v,  and  carried  up  Co  a  height  of 
dcven  stories  above  ihe  sidevralk.  Tho  cnpadiy  of 
the  whole  building  was  more  than  doubled  by 
this  addition,  making  it  the  largest  ncvr^^papcr 
building  in  the  vroHd.  The  edifice  now  ha^  a 
fronuge  of  92  feet  on  Printing  House  Square 
and  100  feci  on  Spruce  Street.  The  depth  of  the 
wing  running  througli  from  Spruce  lo  Frankfort 
Street  is  167  feet.  The  counting-room  of  the 
TriiMKt  is  in  the  front  of  the  building,  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Spruce  Street  and  at  its  t^ntrancc.  on  a 
tnas:(ivc  granite  pedestal  is  a  hnc  bronac  statue 
of  its  Illustrious  founder, 

Mr  Rcid  and  the  Tni$in4  have  been  for  many 
years  a  potent  force  in  the  direction  and  support 
orili^.  Rcrpubliran  party.  In  i88^»  Mr.  Rrid  cxik 
a  leading  part  in  the  reorganization  of  that  party 
]n  New  York  City,  As  a  member  of  a  committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  he  submitted  the  fot 
lowing  proposals : 

"  The  ideal  orcaniiation  would  be  one  in  which 
every  Republican  voter  would  cast  his  ballot  for 
tht*  ■v^'ltfrtion  of  amdidatrs  for  local  offices,  and  of 
delegates  to  State  Conventions,  and  the  voice  of 
the  majority  in  the  party  thus  fairly  ascertained 
should  make  the  ticket  Whether  iWs  Primary 
Election  system  would  work  well  in  a  great  city 
may  perhaps  be  doubted  by  many  practical  poll* 
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1  *'  Any  plan  tliat  may  be  preferred  shoiilti^  in  my 
ppinion.  rc^t  upon  two  cardinal  principles : 
I  (1.)  Iwcry  ro^iiflf^nt  of  die  diHlrict  who  von^d 
lor  the  lasc  kcpjblican  Presidenti^il  dcket  should 
be  entitled  to  a  voice.  If  we  are  to  have  a 
PTcat  united  party,  capable  of  succcits  and  in 
Bic  s|^ric  to  achieve  11,  that  should  be  the  only 
test  of  partisan  orthodoxy. 
[  (2.)  No  man  should  be  asked  for  any  pledge 
prhatcvcr  as  to  how  he  will  vote  in  the  future. 
[The  very  best  elements  in  the  Republican  party 
I— those  that  have  given  it  its  success  and  glory 
U-arc  precisely  those  that  would  refuse  to  tic 
thcinselvcs  up  by  such  a  pledge.  Tlic  way  to  tie 
them  to  a  ticki^t  is  to  give  every  man  a  fair  chance 
Ibrhts  equal  voice  in  making  it,  and  let  every  man 
)icc  thai  it  is  the  majority  that  rules.  Where  that 
plan  prevails  the  Republican  party  is  rarely  dis- 
tfacted  by  schisms  and  never  demoralized  by  its 
occasional  defeats," 

These  ideas  were  promptly  adopted,  the  rcor- 
nizaiion  of  the  party  was  effected  on  that  very 
is,  and  great  good  was  the  result. 
In  December,  1878.  President  Hayes   offered 
r,  Rei<i  the  prjsitioii  of  Miinsltjrto  Gcnnany,  to 
coeed  the  Hon.  Hayard  Taylor^  but  Mr.  Keid 
nedtt  sayinif ;  **  The  work  in  which  I  am  now 
gro:ise<l,  whidi  is  also  a  public  duty,  seems  to 
ive  yrtfater  opportunities— for  me,  at  least— for 
serving  the  country'  and  advancing  those  views  of 
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public  policy  which  wc  agree  la  thmkingf  esscnteil 
lo  itJi  prb!ipcnly  than  aay  Uiai  would  be  offend 
in  the  new  field  you  propose/'  A  few  years  later, 
President  Garfield  again  offered  aad  urged  upon 
Mr.  Rcid  the  same  distinguislicd  appointment 
but  again  it  was  dt^ilined, 

A  third  time  a  Torei^m  mission  was  offered  to 
him.  This  was  the  post  of  Minister  Plenipoten- 
tiary and  Envoy  Extraordinary  lo  France,  offered 
by  Presidtjni  Harmon  in  1889.  Mr  Rcid  ac- 
cepted it  and  resij^ed  his  editorship  of  the  Trt^ 
uiu^  Many  tributes  of  farewell  were  offered  to 
Iiim  bffc.ire  hn'  sailfr^K  The  famous  Lotos  Club, 
of  New  York,  of  which  he  had  long  been  presi- 
dent, gave  him  a  dinner  on  April  27.  at  which  a 
most  distinguished  company  was  present  On 
this  Dcca*;ion  Mr  Reid  said: 

"You  have  been  i^ood  enou^i  to  mention  with 
approval  the  nomination  to  a  foreign  post  with 
whtch  the  Presidenl  has  honorf^d  me,  Tlie  kir>d* 
ness  with  which  ilut  nomination  has  been  received 
here,  where  all  arc  friend?;,  and  the  similar  hind- 
iiess  shown  alike  by  friends  ami  foes,  in  the  pre^ 
and  in  the  commnnicy.  have  touched  me  deeply. 
It  13  now  21  years  since  I  began  work  in  New 
York,  During  tliat  whole  time  the  journal  witli 
which  I  was  connected  lia^t  bfcn  waging  ;t  con* 
stanc  and  unequal  warbre — sometimes  quite 
single-handed,  and  generally  pretty  lonely— and 
there  have  been  ugly  blows  given  and  taken.   To 
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icl  at  the  6n<l  of  it,  tlie  eatire  press  of  th<  dty, 
nth  exceptions  too  nlight  to  be  noted,  tmiting:  in 
pproval  of  the  appointment  aiul  in  most  gener- 
is treatment  of  myself— ihii*,  Mr,  Presidetit,  is  a 
itinction  inde^  and  one  whtcli  I  value  more 
tighlythan  the  ot^kc  itself.

York-  Many  interesting  speeches  were  made,  one 
of  the  raost  eloquent  being  that  of  Mr  William 
Winter,  the  dbtingubbcd  poet,  dramatic  critic,  and 
UiUraUur,  who  thus  expressed  the  scndmcnts  of 
the  Tribune  siaff  regarding  their  former  chief; 

•'  The  whole  career  of  Whitelaw  Reid— a  carc^^r 
of  intellectual  and  of  practical  labor,  as  a  man  of 
action,  extending  over  a  periofi  of  more  than  ^o 
years — has  been  one  incess:uit  warfare  for  human 
rights;  and  at  no  moment  of  it  has  he  ever  ne- 
glected to  advocate  any  and  every  idea  tending 
lovranl  the  ;t'lvancemenl  of  the  human  race.  A*( 
the  animating  aod  guiding  and  controlling  spirit-^ 
ihc  brain  and  tlie  heart — of  a  great  public  journal, 
hns  di<(playcd  in  marvelous  affluence  the  ca^ 
of  comprehending  every  condition  of  con;

I     The  next  morning  Mr.  Reid  sailed  for  France, 
Htad  soon  entered  upon  hU  duties  there.     A  few 
^Bracks  later  he  took  a  conspicuous  part  in  the 
■Fourth  of  July  celebration  in  Paris,  when  a  bronze 
mode)  of  Bartholdi's  great  statue  of  "Liberty 
Enliglilening  the  World"  was  unveiled  in  that 
city.    President  Camotand  other  eminent  French- 
men were  in  attendance*  and  Mr.  Rdd  delivered 
Kan  address,  in  which  he  said : 
f        "The  flajjs  that  lloat  above  our  heads  glow 
with  the  same  colors  of  beauty  and  glory,  the 
Red,  White,  and  Blue.     'Iliey  speak  a  language 
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common  to  both  of  u*i  and  understood  by  all  the 
world.     They  tell  of  fields  where    they   ha\e 
diarcd  a  Itappy  triumph.      Th«y  recall  historic 
names  which  are  ours  as  wdl  a«  yours,  Lalay 
And  Rochambeau.  They  tell  the  unbroken  rricnc! 
ship  of  a  hundred  years.     They  tell  of  a  progress.  J 
under   their   protecting   Iblds,   in  civtli^tiDD,  iaH 
freedom,  in  humanity,  that  has  reached  in  its  wide 
and  benefioent  sweep,  from    Africa  to  AU'yka. 
They  promise  the  continuance  of  a  noble  rivalry 
between  the  two  great  Republics  of  the  world  in 
generous  efforts  to  broaden  the  foundations  of 
Liberty,   Equality,    and    Fraternity ;    of    liberty 
under  law,  of  Piptality  liefore  tlie  Uw,  of  a  loyal 
fraternity  in  every  worthy  aitempi  or  aspiratio^j 
for  the  advancement  of  the  race/'  ^^M 

In  all  respects  Mr.  Rdd'a  career  as  Minbtcr  to 
France   was   a   brilliandy   successful  one.     Few 
American  diplomats  of  this  generattoo  have  so 
distinguished  themselves  by  public  service  abroad.  ^ 
As   General    Horace   Porter   well    said   at     thcfl 
Minneapolis  Convention :  " 

'*  Scarcely  had  he  been  installed  in  office  when 
there  fell  upon  him  for  solution  die  most  compli- 
cated, die  most  intricate  quesdons  that  had  ever 
arisen  in  diplomacy  between  the  two  countries, 
Tlut  he  solved  them  successfully  and  met  them 
boldly  is  a  mark  of  inexpres5iihl«f  pride  to  every 
one  who  honors  the  American  flag, 

"  In  the  exhibits  at  the  French  Exposidon  he 
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brought  order  out  of  chaos.  lie  negotiated  a 
most  important  extradition  treaty.  I  (c  succeeded 
ia  securing  France  as  the  first  nation  to  accept 
our  nation  s  invitation  to  the  Internationa)  Colum- 
bian Fair.  He  secured  France  as  the  ftrat  nation 
to  ^ive  her  consent  to  die  terms  of  our  interna- 
tional copyright  He  ne^^otiated  there  an  import- 
ant reciprociC)'  treaty,  and  last  he  achieved  bis 
greatest  triumph  in  that  warfare  of  intellectual' 
giants  in  securing  the  repeal  of  the  prohibitory 
duties  put  upon  American  pork, 

••He  showed  himself  the  master  of  modern 
diplomacy  throughout  these  complicated  transac- 
tions, and  he  retained  the  absolute  confidence  of 
his  own  government  and  secured  the  respect  of 
the  French  government,  to  which  he  was  accrcd-i 
ited.  His  duty  was  done,  he  resigned  the  office 
which  he  never  sought  and  made  manifest  his 
feeling  that  the  post  of  honor  is  tlic  private 
statioi^/' 

Mr.  Reid  resigned  his  ministry  in  the  spring  of 
1893.  Before  he  left  Paris  to  return  homea  fare- 
well banquet  was  given  to  him  by  the  American 
reAidcncs  of  the  French  Capital,  about  300  guests 
being  present,  including  many  eminent  members 
of  the  French  government  An  address  was  read 
by  Mr.  King,  Uie  American  Consul-Cicncral.  ex- 
pressing the  esteem  in  which  the  retiring  Min* 
ister  was  held  by  his  courtrv'men  abroad,  and 
summarizing  the  results  of  his  diplomatic  activi- 
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lieft.     Saul  Mr.  Kirtg>  aiUlrcsHing  the  gur:?it  of  the 
evening : 

/e,  your  fellowcitbens,  desire  to  mark  our 
warm  Appreciation  of  tix  able,  tiigniBed,  and  suc- 
cc^wsful  mandcr  m  which  yau  h<nve  fultillcd  the  ^^ 
duties  of  your  high  office  during  the  last  three  ^| 
years.  At  the  very  bcgfinning  of  your  diplomatic 
functions  yoa  were  confronted  with  innumerable  ^1 
intricate  cjucscions  arising  out  of  the  opening  of  ^| 
the  French  Exposition  of  13S9,  which,  as  well  as  _ 
the  constant  calls  upon  your  time  and  patience,  ^M 
were  successfully  met  by  die  judgrnrnc,  foresight,  ^™ 
;ind  courtesy  which  liave  invariably  dUtin|^iished 
your  official  career. 

"  We  have  not  forgotten,  mcffcover,  that  you 
&ecure<l  fmni  France  tln^  first  official  acceptance 
by  any  nation  of  our  Government's  invitation  to 
the  World's  Columbian  Exi>osition.  The  intimate 
personal  relations  whidi  you  cultivated  and  have 
maintained  with  different  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  die  esteem  ajid  respect  in  which  you 
are  held  in  France,  hnve  largely  contributed  lo  the 
substantial  completion,  as  announced  by  ihe 
French  press  and  officials,  of  a  new  extradition 
treaty,  more  than  doubling  the  number  of  extra- 
ditable crimes  :  and  of  a  commercial  convention 
providing  for  reciprocit)'  for  certain  ardcles^in  re- 
turn for  the  free  admission  of  hides,  sugar,  and 
coffee.  Your  fruitful  labors  for  copyright  and  for 
repeal  of  the  duty  on  works  of  art  have  like-. 
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ni»c  earned  the  ;\ji|)I:iu:>e  of  yo^ir  countrymco  : 
_^ntl.  as  the  crowning  act  of  your  career,  the  long 
Lcgoti^iions  for  the  removal  of  Lhe  proliibidon 
»f  American  pork— a  quesiion  of  the  first  import- 
'aace  to  the  United  States — after  unccasinj;  effort* 
txtt^iidiiiy  ovfr<  trlevcn  yrars.  hnvo.  triiitnj^liantly 
closed  ilirough  the  vigor,  taci,  and  wiiiclom  of  your 
-exertions. 

"  The  tSoughituI  cQurccsics  you  have  cxt<*nde( 
Itfiot  only  to  tlios'_-  rt-'sidciit  in  fhr  capital,  but  -nUt 
l4o  Americans  passing  tlirou^h  Parish  as  well  xs  n 
members  of  the  Government  and  the  people  ol 
IFrana*-,  in  which  you  haVc  been  so  effi^ctivrly  iLidecl 
iT>y  your  accumplislif^d  wife,  have  strengthened  and 
[-confirmed  the  reputation  of  our  country*  for  kindly 
[*ho^piLiIity.     In  fact,  it  can  truthfully  be  said  that 
'•no  American  Minister  has  more  fatthfully  andatW 
mirably  administered  hk  tnjsi  ilwn  yourself.     In 
iriew,  therefore,  of  the  universal  appreciation  of 
ymir  character  and  servicer,  wc  have  vcntirrcd  to 
mdcr  you  ihisfart^Wfrll  hiiinnnM,  »iid  beg  to  ex- 
'press  the  hope  that,  in  returning  to  your  itative 
ind,  with  the  added  experience  of  well-spent  years 
ibroad,  you  wilt  find  a  new  held  of  usefulness,  the 
fincreasiny  re^arj  of  your  countrymca.^nd  lhe  en- 
joyment of  every  happiness," 

Mr,  Kcid  returned   to  America  in  April,   and 
received  with  such  a  chorus  of  welcome  and 
^raifie  aa   few  men   have  i?vrr  rnjoywl    IWews- 
^p!<per&  of  all  j>arties  vied  with  eacti  other  in  off^ir- 
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ing  tributes  to  him.  The  Ncvr  York  Chamber  of^ 
CoEuiucrcc  maUi:  liJm  aa  honprarj'  member^  a 
tn^i  unusual  dlstmctton.  and  cntcnainird  liiin  ai 
a  banquet  atttrndt:J  b>'  the  most  eminent  mi:o  of 
die  nation.  The  Ohio  Society,  the  Lotos  Club, 
and  other  bndies  ^imilarty  honort-d  liim. 

Mn  Reid's  puqx)$e  was  to  resume  his  old 
work  nc  tlie  head  of  the  Tri^uM  siaK  But 
before  he  was  ready  to  do  »o,  the  National  K^ 
ptibliir.iii  Convc^niiiu)  at  Minnrapolls,  on  Jun«t  JO^ 
1993,  nomin;)[ted  him  for  tlie  olHcc  of  Vic«-Pre3* 
ident  of  the  United  States, 

Mr.  Rcid  wa*,  in  1878,  elected  by  il',c  New 
York  Legislature  a  Regent  of  the  Slate  Univer- 
sity, a  life  office,  For  many  years  be  has  held  a 
distinguished  position  m  the  sodal  and  intellec- 
tual life  of  Ncvr  York  His  home  in  rfiat  city  i« 
on  MadUon  Avcnui-,  arul  is  one  of  the  finest  resi- 
dences in  that  pulatial  quarter.  His  country 
home  is  at  Ophir  Farm,  Purchase,  Westchester 
County,  N,  Y,  This  farm  was,  years  ajjo,  die 
home  of  IJr^n  HoIIuday,  the  famous  Pacific  Coast 
expn^ssman.  He  built  there  a  huge  stone  castJc, 
one  of  the  finest  country  houses  in  America. 
Frnm  hl:ii  ilu*  prnpi^riy  jiassc<l  Into  the  h^nd^  of 
John  Roach,  the  shipbuilder,  and  after  the  deaths 
of  him  and  his  son,  it  was  purchased  by  Mr  Rcid* 
in  1SS8.  Soon  after,  tlic  castle  was  destroyed  by 
(ire,  Mn  Rcid  has  since  had  it  rebuilt  on  a  larger 
luale> 
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tn  person  Mr.  Roid  is  rather  above  llic  average 
height,  erect,  and  finely  proportioned.  His  head 
is  large  riTid  of  a  devclopintrnt  that  \s  Ok  joy  of 
every  (>hrermlu^Kt  who  sees  it ;  his  counten^ince 
tsc^eii  and  Icindl/,  yet  commandini;  and  dignified ; 
hijs  voice  is  genUeand  expressive,  and  hisnianoer 
fietiiiiL  To  his  stjlj:)rdii>airH  Iit^  is  <Llwa)'s  ap* 
proachable  and  sympathettc,  and  w!ule  requiring 
of  them  iheir  best  efforts,  he  is  ever  ready  to  in- 
struct,  to  aid,  and  to  couiihcI  Kci^  now  of  course 
a  man  of  great  wealth,  and  u?tes  hh  meam  liber- 
ally for  tile  advancement  of  pbilanthropie  pur- 
poses. Tlirough  his  personal  endeavors  and 
largdy  at  his  personal  cost,  a  ^reat  mmiber  of 
poor  boys  have  been  transplanted  from  the  over- 
crowded it^nements  of  New  York  to  pleasant  and 
hr?atthfid  homes  on  Wcstcin  farms,  where  they 
are  makinj^  rapid  progress  toward  independence 
and  prosperity.  For  a  number  of  years,  also, 
the  Tribttru  has  been  the  medium  of  tlie  collet 
tioii  and  appliraiinn  of  the  Tri&un£  FrcsJi  Air 
Fund,  tlirou|^h  which  every  summer  many  thou- 
sands of  poor  children  arc  taken  from  the  slums 
of  New  York  and  placed  in  pleasant  country 
home*  for  a  two  wtN*ks'  vacation  each-  It  has 
been  Mr  Reid's  ambuion  to  make  the  Trihtttu 
not  only  a  great  newspaper,  a  great  literary  and 
critical  journal,  and  the  leader  of  the  best  public 
canton,  but  to  make  it  also  an  agency  for  the 
welfiire  of  the  public  in  all  departments  of  human 
J4 
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activity  and  intt^rest:  and  his  fame  must  be  ihat 
through  him.  more  than  Uirough  any  other  man, 
that  pap<:r  was  brought  to  be  characterised  by  the 
highest  authority  in  Europe  as  *' The  leaclin^ 
Amencan  journal. '
